Bread Loaf School of English in Vermont 
Opening Night, June 23, 2009 


John Elder and Andrea Lunsford (in bold) 


Good evening. My name is John Elder. My esteemed comrade Andrea Lunsford 
and I will be co-Acting Directors of Bread Loaf/Vermont for the coming summer. 


Andrea and I would like to welcome you all warmly to the opening of this 90" session of 


the School of English. We extend a special greeting to Ron Liebowitz, the President of 


Middlebury College; to Michael Geisler, the Vice President for the Language Schools, 
the Schools Abroad, and the Graduate Programs of Middlebury College; to Dan Breen, 
the Director of Development, Graduate and Special Programs at Middlebury; and to other 
distinguished guest from Middlebury College; thank you for joining us this evening. 

We also joyfully greet all the new and returning members of this extraordinary 
faculty and of our wonderful acting troupe, as well as the staff members whose creative 
efforts make this campus such a pleasant and convenient home for our community. And 
at the center of the whole session that begins tonight are of course our 256 new and 
returning students. Summer after summer for 90 years, your predecessors, and now you, 
have arrived to signal the start of a remarkably intense and rewarding season of reading, 
writing, and thinking about teaching. We’re so glad to see you all, and also to meet the 


partners and families who have come along with some of you for the ride. 


John and I will be sharing the duties of Acting Director this summer because 


Emily Bartels, who was scheduled to serve in this capacity while Director Jim 





Maddox is on leave, had to cancel her plans for medical reasons. Thus, as long-time 
members of the Bread Loaf faculty we were asked to step in for the next six weeks. 
Our goal is to serve the immediate needs of this wonderful institution and at the 
same time to sustain the superb legacy of our friends Jim and Emily; we all look 
forward eagerly to their return. 

Every year at this event all of us in the Little Theatre wait to see what voices 
from the collective unconsciousness, or from People magazine, will be channeled in 
Emily’s talk. Here she is tonight, in her own words: 

“90 years. 90 years. In 1919, a few innovative thinkers at Middlebury 
College invented the BLSE, turning what had been a Victorian resort (bequeathed 
to the college by Joseph Battell) into a place where “teachers and students of the 


English language and literature” could study literary criticism, composition, 


teaching, expression, and theater. Now here we are, in many of the same buildings 


(the yellow ones), pursuing roughly that same agenda some 90 years later. 

“This is not a School of Math, but I think we can all appreciate what a 
remarkably long time 90 years is for something to endure, especially something as 
experimental, if not as revolutionary, as a work intensive (now we tell you) summer 
school of “English”--not to mention one named after a mountain shaped like a loaf 
of bread (hence Bread Loaf School of English, in case you missed it). (Be careful 


where you wear that BL T-shirt, by the way; no one quite gets it.) 


[Still channeling Emily!] “Think about other events or phenomena that had their 


beginnings 90 years ago and are leaving their marks on us now: 





--in England, an opportunity for women to get a degree from Oxford University; 

--in the States, the League of Women Voters; 

--Ponzi schemes, which in their first incarnation 90 years ago caused six major 

banks to fail; 

--immunity to the H1N1 virus that had precipitated flu pandemic in 1918 (which 

is great news in the face of swine flu, if you are 90, or a mouse—don 't ask); 

--on a lighter note, Maybelline mascara, designed first and continuing now to 

create (as the original ad put it) “eyes that glow with enchantment”; 

--and of course, a US post office ruling that prevents us from mailing children by 

parcel post (you can’t make this stuff up). 

“Here we are, a six-week “school of English” that, unlike any other English 
graduate program, brings the fields of literature, writing, pedagogy, theater, & creative 
arts imaginatively together within a truly interdisciplinary curriculum. 

“Here we are, along with our peers at Bread Loaf campuses in NC, NM, and 
England, doing what 90 years ago someone at Middlebury College thought it was 
important to do—our eyes still “glowing with the enchantment” of that enterprise, 
mascara or no mascara.” 

Just one more historical perspective to add to these provided by Emily. In recent 
years, Joseph Battell has finally been getting appropriate attention in these ceremonies— 
not just as the man who built the Bread Loaf campus and presented it to Middlebury 
College but also as the author of Ellen, or the Whisperings of an Old Pine. It’s our hope 


that Battell will soon become as central to the literary culture of the school of English as 


Frost, his younger contemporary. Of the many strengths of his writing, dialogue may be 





most notable. When the young woman Ellen and her wise tutor, the rugged white pine 
named Old Piney, commune on Bread Loaf Mountain, Battell artfully has both of them 
refer to each other—and to themselves—in third person. This brings a weird drama to 


their stirring Socratic dialogue about physics and theology. While we wish we could read 


more, here’s a representative extract from the scene in which Piney tries to make Ellen 


believe he supports a materialistic theory of the universe: 


“Scientists say that mind is or may be a mode of motion, brought about by life, 
and rising from the brain very much as steam from water, or as fragrance from a flower.” 
“And the old Pine thinks that this stuff would have creative power?” 

“The old Pine doesn’t think at all. He is only asking questions, and letting Ellen 
do the thinking.” 

“And Ellen thinks he is getting crazy, with such foolish questions.” 

“But the scientists ask such questions, a though they could not be answered, and 
they are very great men.” 

“Very ignorant men. For, as Socrates said: ‘It isn’t those who do not know 
and know that they do not know that make the trouble, but those who do not know 
and think they do’.” 

“Well, the old Pine was only striving to get the facts.” 

“Asked Ellen lots of foolish questions. Ellen got awfully scared about him. 
Afraid he was losing his wits.” 

“But, Ellen, the old Pine doesn’t know of any way to get at the truth but by trying. 


It is the bold mariner only who makes discoveries.” 





Though it’s hard to break off from such a fiery passage, we hope that by 
presenting it as a dramatic dialogue we’ve demonstrated Battell’s place in what might be 
called the school of discursive passion. We won’t be surprised to see Ellen appearing on 


future Bread Loaf syllabi, right between Wuthering Heights and Women in Love. 


But, getting back to the present, it is clear that something enduring goes on 
at Bread Loaf, something that can be enjoyed, sustained, and revised by us -now & 
for next 90 years. Indeed, this past weekend, some 200+ members of the Bread Loaf 
community, past and present (including representatives from the class of 1953) 
came back to celebrate our 90" reunion--to recreate and remember the curricular 
and extracurricular activities and conversations that ultimately “are” BL. (Let us 
pause for a moment to thank Sandy LeGault for heroically organizing the reunion). 

Tonight we start again, on our next 90 years (And Emily suggests that we 
assure the new students that it won’t take quite that long to finish the degree), as 
convinced as ever that we are doing some things here that will continue to endure. 
Our agenda for this evening is to introduce ourselves to each other and share our 


senses of what we’re doing here. 


Let’s start the introductions, then, with the President of Middlebury College, Ron 


Liebowitz. It’s easy to remember exactly how long President Liebowitz has been at the 


college, since a week ago he was inducted in the 25-Year Club. He arrived here both as a 


squash-player of catlike reflexes (as I can personally attest) and as a dynamic young 


member of the Geography Department with a special expertise in the Soviet Union. 





Though the nation on which his research had focused blew apart on the winds of history, 
his scholarship and service to the college both continued to evolve in exciting ways. 
Since becoming ae and, five years ago, President of Middlebury, Ron has always 
been a strong champion of Bread Loaf School of English. He has supported our 
programs and campus in many important ways, as well as taken many steps to make the 
facilities and services down in Middlebury more accessible to those of us on the 
Mountain. We’re very grateful to President Liebowitz for his efforts on our, and happy 


for the chance to hear a few words from him this evening. 
[Ron L. speaks here.] 


Thank you, President Liebowitz, for being with us tonight and for your 


remarks. 
We would now like to introduce the Bread Loaf faculty. Would faculty 
members stand and remain standing until we have introduced everyone, and would 


all please hold your rapturous applause until the end:

Another group we could never do without is the brilliant Bread Loaf Acting 
Ensemble, who will be working with Director Alan MacVey to bring us a series of 
dramatic treats this summer. Jonathan Fried will not arrive until Saturday, but here 
already are the fabulous Angela Brazil, Steve Hendrickson, Tim Smith, Stephen Thorne, 
and Jennifer Williams. We are grateful, too, for the theater’s Technical Director Heath 
Hansum and the astonishingly resourceful theater staff, who will be working hard behind 
the scenes: you’ll see them with hammers, ladders, needles and pins and scraps of this 
and that, doing all that it takes to bring a major production to life in the tiny span of six 
weeks. We don’t know how many members of the Acting Ensemble are able to be with 
us this evening but would like to ask those who are to please rise so that we can welcome 
and thank you properly. 

Supporting all of us are the most resilient and hard-working staff members 
imaginable: in the “back” office, Elaine Lathrop, Sandy LeGault, Judy Jessup, Karen 
Browne, Susan Holcomb, and Lexa DeCourval—and in the “front” office, Edward and 
Victoria Brown, Peter Newton, Kalli Federhofer, MacNair Randall, and Matt Fiorento. 
And we have three assistants extraordinaire this year: Barbara Farrell, Travis Farrell, and 


Michael Browne. They are the ones who make sure we never miss a party, reception, or 


other convivial event; and while you may not be as visible as our front desk crew, Bread 


Loaf couldn’t function without them! This year, the editor of our daily newsletter, The 
Crumb, will be Lillian Reeves—so keep those announcements coming her way—and 
thank you, Lil, for your fine editing. We’ve already introduced Shel Sax once, but we’ll 
mention him again—in addition to teaching a class with Dixie, Shel is our intrepid 


Director of Technology, and assisting him by keeping the Apple Cellar up, running, and 





open are Sabrina Alano, Sally Batson, Heather Bost, Jennifer Cardenas, Kieran Conrad, 
Justin Kennington, and Jessica Kinzie. And finally , we are all indebted to the kitchen 
crew here on the mountain, led by Chefs Jim Logan and Darren Zeno and this year’s 
Head Waiter Matt Cinotti and his courageous crew! Everybody please stand up and let 
us clap for you. Bravo, brava, all. 

Finally, by way of completing these introductions, we'd like to share with you 
some statistics on the student body: 

This summer there are 484 students in attendance at Bread Loaf’s four 
campuses, 257 of whom are here on the Mountain, and that number includes 57 who 


are new to Bread Loaf. They have come from Switzerland, France, Germany, 


Bulgaria, Greece, Australia, Venezuela, Zambia, Kenya, India, China, and Japan 


(and, if the last minute Visa restrictions can be resolved, from Iran), as well as from 
45 of these United States. The great majority of you are public and private school 
teachers of elementary, middle, and high schools. Some are aspiring teachers, and 
still others of you work in advertising, marketing, and medical insurance as well as 
at copywriting, editing, and consulting—or as translators, costume designers, 
journalists, even farm managers. So we are a fascinatingly varied group. 

At our campus in Santa Fe, NM, which opened 2 weeks ago, fifty students are 
no doubt putting the finishing touches on their first papers. In Asheville, NC, which 
opened last Tuesday, a hundred and four students are probably working on their 
first assignments even as we speak. Finally 70 students will gather at Lincoln 


College, Oxford, which is set to open with a decorous “hear, hear!” next week.

And here in Vermont, as we said, we have 57 new students: would you please 
stand, so we can give you a special Bread Loaf greeting? 

All of our campuses are in for terrific summers. We heard that last night the 
North Carolina group got seriously into an old-time mountain music fest and that 
more bluegrass and jazz are in store. They’re writing to us of hikes to waterfalls, of 
speakers from the Warren Wilson Creative Writing Program, of an unexpected but 
delightfully uneventful visit from a black bear. In Santa Fe, where the light 
shimmers in that special New Mexico way, they’re already into camping, attending 
the fabulous Santa Fe opera, and hoisting a few margaritas while anticipating visits 
from Leslie Marmon Silko and her father Lee Marmon, internationally known 
Native American photographer. In addition, our own Bread Loaf graduate—and 
playwright, poet, essayist, and Navajo medicine man—will be speaking and 
performing in Santa Fe. At Oxford, of course, it will be the usual ho-hum stuff: 
gamboling on the lawns, taking tea, and forcing themselves to attend plays in 


= London. You may want to make one of these campuses your destination for next 


year. 


So what lies ahead here in Vermont? 

On Thursday, Marjorie Garber, renowned Shakespearean and cultural critic from 
Harvard University, will present the Elizabeth Drew Memorial lecture—“the” scholarly 
event of the summer. Named in honor of one of Bread Loaf s most celebrated teachers, 
this annual lecture by a distinguished critic or artist kicks off our academic year, so mark 


your calendars. In addition, two world-class poets, Charles Simic and John Ashbery, will

be giving special readings for us on July 6, and July 16. Needless to say, these are once in 
a lifetime opportunities--or twice in a lifetime—since Ashbery has been here before. The 
bookstore will have copies of Garber’s, Simic’s, and Ashbery’s books for purchase in 
advance of each event, and our guests have set aside time for book-signing. 

As well, throughout the summer, distinguished members of our own faculty— 
Paul Muldoon, Jonathan Strong, Catherine Tudish, and David Huddle—will be reading 
from their poems and fiction. 

A most-anticipated event of every Bread Loaf session occurs late in the term. 
Somehow, Director Alan MacVey and magnificent The Bread Loaf Acting Ensemble, 
with the help of the fabulous staff we introduced earlier, manage to mount a major 
production, from start to finish. This year they have set themselves the challenge of 
producing Middleton and Rowley’s The Changeling —one of the most disturbing (and 
delicious) Jacobean tragedies on the books. This is, as Emily put it, a sort of “I’d turn 
back if I were you” kind of experience that not a one of us will want to miss. 

Finally, each Friday, we will show a movie in the Barn; each Saturday, there will 
be a dance; and on Sunday evenings, students will meet in the Blue Parlor to read their 


own works in progress. Meanwhile, things simply will happen—wonderful curricular 


and extracurricular things—improvised in the moment, because someone has an idea. To 


quote yet again from Emily, “So, go: have an idea and have a great great summer!” 


Some weeks ago, Emily asked several of our colleagues, who represent a 


range of activities and interests at Bread Loaf, to share some their reflections on 





Bread Loaf with us tonight. So we will now hear from Michael Cadden, Margery 
Sabin, Alan MacVey, Michael Armstrong, and Paul Muldoon. 
Thanks to all of you for whetting our appetites even more for the feast of this 


coming summer. 


As Andrea and I have scrabbled around for the past two days to prepare for this 


opening event, we have been mighty glad both to draw on Emily’s extremely helpful 


notes and to invite the comments of several other eloquent colleagues. Beyond the 


pathetically obvious advantages of eking out our own ideas in this way, though, it’s also 
felt like a special pleasure to devote the evening to such a rich theatre of voices. Such an 
approach has felt altogether appropriate, since to join the Bread Loaf community is, 
above all, to enter into a rich conversation. Encounters with great writing in class- 
discussions and with scintillating drama both on the Little Theatre stage and in the 
classroom spark exchanges that continue on walks up the Forest Service Road and among 
groups of friends in rockers and Adirondack chairs all over campus. From summer to 
summer, and from campus to campus, these conversations thicken into a skein of 
friendship that often continues long after the awarding of Bread Loaf degrees. 

Since 1990, under the inspired leadership of Jim Maddox, one particularly 
notable area of growth at the School of English has been the increasingly diverse 
nature of Bread Loaf community, and of our curriculum, as we dedicate ourselves 
to serving teachers and students in every part of the United States and, as often as 
possible, around the world. The point of our endeavor here is to celebrate and 


serve the same rich tradition of literature and language that has always been at the 





core of Bread Loaf’s mission, while at the same time broadening awareness of a 


much wider range of voices, aesthetic values, and national experiences. We would 
like to close by reading a poem by Marge Piercy, called “I Saw Her Dancing,” that 


speaks to our sense of the power within this shared enterprise. 


Nothing moves in a straight line, 

But in arcs, epicycles, spirals and gyres. 
Nothing living grows in cubes, cones, or rhomboids, 
But we take a little here and we give a little there, 
‘And the wind blows right through us, 

And blows the apples off the tree, and hangs a red kite suddenly there, 
And a fox comes to bite the apples curiously, 
And we change. 

Or we die 
And then change. 

It is many as raindrops. 

It is one as rain. 

And we eat it, and it eats us. 

And fullness is never, 

And now. 

[Pause.] 


And NOW, let’s head over to the Barn and continue the conversation there.

Dear Bread Loaf Faculty, Acting Ensemble, and Staff: 


I am writing to those of you who are returning to Bread Loaf as well as those who will be 
spending their first summer at our Vermont campus. Please read this letter carefully and keep it asa 
handy reference, as there is a lot of pertinent information in it. 


Travel 
The Bread Loaf campus is on VT Rte. 125, a five-minute drive east of Ripton, and 11 miles from 


Middlebury. Middlebury is about 40 miles south of Burlington and 40 miles north of Rutland on U.S. Rte. 
Te 


The closest airport is in Burlington, 40 miles north of Middlebury. Several airlines fly into 


Burlington; you should have no trouble making connections. Once at the airport, you will need to take a 
taxi from the airport to Bread Loaf or make arrangements with Middlebury Transit (see the enclosed 


flyer). 


Driving Instructions 
From New York or New Jersey and points south and west, take the NY Thruway (87 north) to 


exit 24 for the Northway (89). Take the Northway to exit 20 for Rte. 149 east. Take Rte. 149 east to Rte. 4 
east. After entering Vermont on Rte. 4, take exit 4 for Rte. 30 north; this goes into Middlebury. Follow 
signs for Rte. 7 south. After going halfway around the Middlebury rotary, continue south on Rte. 7 about 
5 miles, then take a left on Rte. 125 east. You will drive through the small town of East Middlebury and 
then take a sharp right over a bridge (still Rte.125) and head up the winding mountain road. In about 5 
minutes you'll reach the even tinier town of Ripton (take the 30 mph speed limit seriously). In five more 
minutes you'll reach Bread Loaf, a striking collection of mostly yellow Victorian buildings, impossible to 
miss. The first (very large) yellow building on your left is the Bread Loaf Inn. 


From Boston or points east: Take Interstate 93 north to Interstate 89 north. Follow 89 north into 
Vermont and take exit 3 for Bethel and Rte. 107 west. Take 107 to Rte. 100 North. Take Rte. 100 to 
Route 125 west and take a left. The Bread Loaf campus is about a ten-minute drive from the junction of 


Routes 100 and 125. 


From Burlington: Take Rte. 7 south to Middlebury, and follow the directions above. 


Some estimates of driving times to Bread Loaf: from Boston 3-4 hours; from Hartford 3-4 hours; 
from Albany 2-3 hours; and from New York City 5-5 1/2 hours. 





Please return the enclosed arrival form as soon as you know your plans and before June 1. 


Rooms 
Accommodations for staff working the reunion will be available Thursday afternoon, June 18"; 


for faculty and staff attending the reunion on Friday, June 19"; and for those coming after the reunion on 
Sunday afternoon, June 21". The first meal for the reunion will be Friday dinner at 6 p.m.; for those 
arriving after the reunion the first meal to be served will be Sunday dinner at 6 p.m. 


Pets are strictly forbidden in many of the faculty houses and in school buildings. If you have been 
planning on bringing an animal, please be in touch with Elaine Lathrop in the Bread Loaf office at an 
early date, if you have not already notified her. 


If you are inviting guests but cannot accommodate them yourselves in your Bread Loaf lodging, 
there are several nice motels, inns, and bed-and-breakfast places in the area. A list is included in your 
June arrival packets. 


Last summer was such a success that we are inviting first-year students to the program and first- 
time students attending the Vermont campus to arrive on Monday, June 22nd. In the afternoon, we will 
have repeating activities that will include a brief welcome, a tour of the campus and an anything-goes 
question-and-answer period. We would like to have a combination of a returning student, staff member 
and faculty member at each of these sessions. If you will be on campus and would like to participate, 
please let Elaine know. 


Registration 
Upon arrival at Bread Loaf, you should go to the Inn Desk to check in and receive your room and 


post office box assignments from the Inn Managers. 


Please stop in the Bread Loaf office to pick up an arrival packet that will include your course 
list(s) of students and notification of where your classes will be meeting as well as a form or two to be 
completed. 


The School will officially open with a brief, friendly ceremony in the Burgess Meredith Theater 
at 7:30 p.m. on Tuesday, June 23. Please be sure to attend, as you will be introduced at that time to the 
students. Following the opening ceremony there will be a reception. 


Textbook Desk Copies 
We have ordered desk copies of textbooks for those of you who requested them; these copies can 


be picked up from the assistants in Treman. Bread Loaf cannot itself purchase any desk copy for you.

Bread Loaf CPO, 4265 Ripton 125, Middlebury VT 05753. The most common cause of delay of mail is 
(oddly) the failure to include the person's name in the address. Notify your post office to forward your 
mail to Bread Loaf only until August 1. Please make clear to the post office that this address is temporary. 
Newspapers, magazines and other items that are not first-class mail cannot be forwarded to you after you 
leave Bread Loaf. Express packages sent in advance should be addressed to you at the address mentioned 


earlier in this paragraph. 


Clothing/Bedding 
You should bring informal clothing for country wear, both for cool (40 to 50 degrees) and warm 
(75 to 90 degrees), wet and dry weather. Vermont weather is notoriously fickle. Bring insect repellent--for 





example, Cutter's or Deet. Some people have found that Avon Skin So Soft bath oil works well as an 
insect repellent. In choosing clothes to pack, you should be aware that Bread Loaf has (rather rustic) 
tennis courts, volleyball courts, Johnson Pond and nearby Lake Pleiad for swimming, as well as hiking 


trails. Bring a flashlight and extra batteries. 


Blankets, pillows, linens, washcloths and towels will be provided for professors, Acting 
Ensemble members, and staff living on campus. Those living in rental houses will have linens provided 
by the landlords. There is a laundry building with coin-operated washers and dryers on campus. 


Computers 
We encourage members of the Bread Loaf community to bring their own computers. Bread Loaf, 


however, has its own very well-equipped computer center with both IBM and Mac machines. The 
Computer Center staff will be happy to offer assistance in the use of the computers and various kinds of 
software. Bread Loaf also operates its own telecommunications system, BreadNet, which we think is the 
most successful electronic network of teachers in the world. You will be invited to join BreadNet (at no 


cost); we offer instruction in its use. 


There is Internet connectivity in the Computer Center, in the Inn lobby, and in the library. 
Wireless connections are available throughout the campus. Wireless cards for PC laptops will be available 
for sale in the Bread Loaf book store. Those of you with Macintosh laptops not currently equipped with 
Airport cards should consult retailers at home before coming to Bread Loaf. 


If you are bringing a computer to campus, we strongly recommend that you have a backup 
strategy in place for your important documents. This can include transferring your documents to a “flash” 
or thumbnail drive, an external hard drive, or the use of a system such as Google docs 


(http://docs.google.com). 





Phones 


The telephone switchboard closes at 11 P.M. Late evening calls should be completed by this time. 
Incoming calls should be received well before 11 P.M. Please remind your family and friends of any time 
differential between their home and Vermont. The Bread Loaf campus telephone is 802-443-2700. Long 
distance calls can be made using a calling card or calling collect. There are also pay phones available on 
campus. Emergency telephone messages will be delivered at any time. After 11:00 p.m., emergency 
messages can be left with the Middlebury College Security Office at 802-443-5911. 


Because of the remoteness of the Bread Loaf campus, cell phones are not operable there. 


Medical 
There are no medical facilities on the Bread Loaf campus. For medical emergencies we have the 


Middlebury Volunteer Ambulance Association and Ripton First Response. Porter Hospital, the nearest 
hospital, is located in Middlebury. 


We have included a two-part medical form. The top part is important to help us help you with 
food allergies. The chefs will need this information prior to your arrival, and we ask that you return this as 


soon as possible. 


The second part asks about other medical conditions. We are asking that you fill out the second 
part, put it into a sealed envelope with your name on the outside of the envelope and return it to Elaine 
Lathrop. This envelope will be opened only should there be an emergency in which you are unable to 
respond, and assisting medical personnel need some information. This information will be shredded at the 


end of the summer session. 





Newspaper 
You can purchase a subscription to the New York Times by returning the enclosed form. 


Check Cashing 
For your convenience, personal checks up to $50 as well as traveler's checks can be cashed at the 


Front Desk of the Bread Loaf Inn. There are numerous automatic teller machines in Middlebury. 


Paychecks 
Your salary will be divided into three paychecks. As a courtesy, the first paycheck will be 


available during the first few days, provided all appropriate forms have been received. The second 
paycheck will be distributed on July 15th. The third paycheck will be distributed on the last day of 


classes, August 5th. 


Commencement Regalia i 
Commencement regalia rental is more expensive each year. In order to help the School of English 


keep costs down (especially in such economically challenging times), we are requesting that those of you 
who own your cap, gown, and hood bring them with you. If you do not own regalia, Bread Loaf will 
order regalia (at Bread Loaf's expense) for commencement. 


A Final Word of Precaution: 
We have all heard, from time to time, the warning that avian or swine flu or other pandemic 


diseases are a possibility for our country, and indeed for the entire world. Middlebury College is being 
more proactive on this front than most other institutions of which I am aware. If such highly contagious 
diseases show signs of appearing and spreading, Middlebury College and Bread Loaf may shut down, 
because of the dangers of having large numbers of people collected in a limited space. Following the 
advice of Middlebury’s Health Center, I urge all students, faculty, and staff to come to Bread Loaf with 
contingency plans for going to one of two destinations (your home, a relative’s home, etc.) should 
developments warrant--two, since the illness may already be present in your first-choice destination. If 
you are coming to Bread Loaf from outside the U.S., it should be possible for you to make arrangements 
to leave Bread Loaf with a U.S. student. I am not at all trying to be an alarmist; I think you will agree that 
it is better to show up with some such plans than to neglect the subject altogether. Let us hope that this 
will turn out to be a completely unnecessary paragraph. 


Despite that preceding paragraph, I hope that you have a pleasant trip to our Bread Loaf 
Mountain campus. You will then be ready to plunge into an enjoyable, intellectually rewarding summer. I 


look forward to seeing you.

Just a few words about Bread Loaf and grades. For the most part, your grading at Bread Loaf 
should reflect the grading you do at your home institution for students in a Master's program. In general, 
grades from A to A- indicate a distinguished performance; grades from B+ to B cover the range from 
quite good (B+) to generally satisfactory (B) work. B- marks passing but undistinguished work. 

C indicates failure on the work, and F usually indicates a failure to finish the work. 


A student who receives a B- in a course will be put on probation for the following summer. If he 
or she then fails to achieve a B or better in both courses, we will not readmit. Ordinarily, any student 
receiving a C or an F will not be readmitted to the program. Most Bread Loaf students are able to achieve 
a B or higher. It is important, though, that your grades indicate the problem cases so that we can address 
those cases officially (and not simply pass them on to the next faculty member). Bread Loaf has not been 
immune to the spread of grade inflation, and I urge you to be rigorous. 


More important than the grades are the comments—which you will submit with your grades— 
discussing each student’s performance in your course. We use these “comment cards” (of approx. 250 
words each) to determine whether to readmit certain students and, most often, to construct letters of 
recommendation. In general, we’re looking for specific (but not too specific) assessments of all areas of 
the student’s work; the most useful evaluations identify the features that best characterize the student’s 
performance in a given course. 


At the beginning of the summer, students will choose whether or not to waive the right to see 
these evaluations, which are included under the Family Education Rights and Privacy Acts of 1974. Your 
rosters will indicate which students have not waived their rights. Attached is the statement of School 


policy on this matter. 


Ordinarily, we do not give incompletes. It is therefore a very good idea to insist that your students 
submit all work on time and to announce your policy early on. It is part of your contractual obligation to 
submit all grades and comment cards prior to your departure. We also expect you to return all work to 
your students by the last day of the summer term. (The Bread Loaf office can mail papers for you in cases 
where students have left before graduation.) 





Enclosed is a list of first-year students. Please pay special attention to them, for their sake and 
© yours. And please do alert me to any problems or questions you might have about any of your students or 
grades. For new faculty especially, our veteran faculty can be an excellent resource.

Staying Healthy, H1N1 Influenza & 
What To Do If You Become Ill at Middlebury This Summer (2009) 


Middlebury College health officials are monitoring the H1N1 influenza situation as it continues to evolve. 
While there have not been any known cases of H1N1 flu at Middlebury, the H1N1 virus is currently the 
predominant influenza virus in Vermont, and we may see cases on campus this summer. Fortunately, the 
overwhelming majority of H1N1 patients experience mild symptoms and make a rapid and full recovery, 
often without needing hospitalization or medical treatment. In order to mitigate the spread of H1N1, the 
Centers for Disease Control (CDC) and the Vermont Department of Health (VDH) are recommending that 
people with influenza-like-illness stay home from school or work for at least 7 days. 


Below are some important facts and tips on what you can do to stay healthy and prevent the spread of 
illness at Middlebury this summer. 


Staying Healthy: 


1. Stay informed. Health officials will provide additional information as it becomes available. 
a. _ http://healthvermont.gov/ and http://www.cdc.gov/h1n1flu/ are good sources for information 
2. Everyone should take these everyday steps to protect your health and lessen the spread of viral illness: 
a. Cover your nose and mouth with a tissue when you cough or sneeze. Throw the tissue in the 
trash after you use it. 
b.. Wash your hands often with soap and water, especially after you cough or sneeze. Alcohol- 
based hand cleaners are also effective. 
c. Avoid touching your eyes, nose or mouth. Germs spread this way. 
d. Try to avoid close contact with sick people. 
3. Find healthy ways to deal with stress and anxiety. 
a. -Consider contacting the Center for Counseling and Human Relations (x 5141) 
4. Avoid acute academic, athletic and/ or social over-exertion 
5. Sleep 8 hours each night 
6. Minimize alcohol consumption

. Eat a balanced diet rich in fruits and vegetables 


H1N1 Influenza in Vermont: 


1. HINT is now the predominant circulating influenza A virus in Vermont (32 cases as of June 12, 
2009) and in the United States. 

2. As of June 16, 2009, there are no known cases of H1N1 at Middlebury College. 

3. The overwhelming majority of H1N1 patients experience mild symptoms and make a rapid and full 
recovery, often without needing hospitalization or medical treatment. 
While H1N1 has been mild for most people, it could cause life-threatening complications for certain 
groups at higher risk for influenza complications’. 
The-Vermont Dept. of Health currently recommends that testing should be limited to the following: 
a. Hospitalized patients with influenza-like illness 


b. Non-hospitalized patients with influenza-like illness who are significantly ill and have 
underlying health conditions that put them at risk for complications of influenza’. 

c. Individuals with influenza-like illness from high-risk institutional Seung such as long-term 
care facilities . 
Specimens should not be collected on individuals who do not have symptoms. 
Testing should not be done for reasons such as returning to work, or due to suspeeted-exposure.

What To Do If You Become II at Middlebury This Summer: 


) 


Many students experience cold and flu symptoms each summer, arid are able to care for themselves without 
needing medical attention. College health officials anticipate that this practice will continue in 2009. At 
the same time, the Centers for Disease Control. (CDC) is promoting the concept of shared responsibility, 
meaning that individuals have an important.role in protecting themselves and their [community]. The 
following three categories describe levels of illness severity and actions that should be taken, including 
isolation in dorm rooms when appropriate. The Parton Health Center (x 5135) is available to answer 
questions and see students by appointment for evaluation of illness. 


1. Mild illness with a temperature less than 100°F (37.8°C]: 
a. Limit direct contact with others as much as possible. 
b. Practice good hand hygiene (see Staying Healthy section above). 
c. You will not be asked to miss classes or meals. 


Illness with temperature of 100°F [37.8°C] or greater together with cough or sore throat, or 

with significant acute respiratory symptoms: 

a. Notify both the Health Center at x 5135 and your school Director. 

b. The Health Center will arrange testing for H1N1 ona case by icase basis. Some cases will not 
need testing. 

c. Plan to stay in your dorm room for several days after your symptoms begin. This is to keen 
from infecting others and spreading the virus further. The Health Center will let you know 
when it is appropriate to return to the community. 

You will be provided with instructions on respiratory etiquette/ hygiene, and may be asked to 
wear a surgical mask if you need to leave your room (ie. to use the bathroom). 

Your school Director will help coordinate delivery of meals and academic matters if ` 
appropriate. 

If you need medical attention call the Health Center at x 5135. The Health Center will 
coordinate medical care issues, including the length of isolation, and determine if H1N1 
testing is necessary. 


Suspected or Confirmed H1N1 illness: 

a. Current CDC and Vermont Department of Health guidance recommends that you stay home 
(or in your dorm) for seven days, or longer if symptoms have not resolved. 

b. The Health Center will help coordinate medical care issues. 

c. Your school Director will contact you regarding academic procedures at that time.

Elaine will open the document to be sure she can 
read it and acknowledge its receipt. If a format is used that Elaine cannot read, she will request that 
you provide a hard copy of the comments or provide instructions to e-mail it in a different format.. It 
would be preferable to receive one document with the comments on all students. Do make sure that 
the grade on the comment card form and the grade on the roster match; in past summers, we 
have had more than a few problems with errors in transcription. 


Only in rare cases does the School ever use a grade of Incomplete, and then only 
because of personal or family emergencies. Before assigning an INC, review the situation 
with John or Andrea. You will then need to make arrangements in writing with the student 
for completing the course work in a timely fashion and by a set deadline. You will also 
need to fill out a form (obtainable from Elaine) for our office records.

Reading Projects; please read it over to familiarize (or refamiliarize) yourself with the 
procedures. | am encouraging students to start thinking about these projects now rather 
than at the end of the summer, to avoid the IRP frenzy that usually happens during the 
closing days of term. | am hoping an earlier start will allow students time to craft their 
proposals carefully and will give you enough time to guide and comment. We do expect 
students to do substantial reading and research, and they may need your assistance 
especially in the construction of a full and rich bibliography. 


Let me appeal to you to sign off on projects only when they are in finished form and 
make good sense as academic projects. In the past, some proposals have come in 
that did not have enough focus or specificity. Although my tendency is finally to endorse 
projects you have approved, | have sent more than a few of the proposals back to the 
drawing board. It is much better if the revision of the project design happens under your 
direction. Students often perform less well on IRPs than they do in their Bread Loaf 
courses; hence, the more guidance we can give our students at the outset, the stronger 
the work will be. 


Let me thank you in advance for your help and your wisdom.

Dear Bread Loaf Student: 


I am writing to welcome both returning Bread Loaf students and those who will be spending their 
first summer at our Vermont campus. We have, as always, an excellent faculty and wonderful courses. 
Our Acting Ensemble's major production for the summer will be The Changeling by Thomas Middleton 


and William Rowley. 


Please read this letter carefully and keep it as a handy reference as there is a lot of pertinent 
information. 


Travel 
The Bread Loaf campus is on VT Rte. 125, a five-minute drive east of Ripton and 11 miles from 


Middlebury. Middlebury is about 40 miles south of Burlington and 40 miles north of Rutland on U.S. Rte. 
7. There are Vermont Transit buses from Montreal, Boston, Albany, and New York City to Burlington. 
From Burlington, you would need to take a taxi to Bread Loaf. If you would like to receive more specific 
information, you can call Vermont Transit at (802) 864-6811. 


The closest airport is in Burlington, 40 miles north of Middlebury. Several airlines fly into 
Burlington; your travel agent should have no trouble making connections for you; if you book online, the 
Burlington airport’s symbol is BTV. Once at the airport, you will need to take a taxi to Bread Loaf. You 
may opt for Middlebury Transit (see enclosed flyer) or secure a taxi at the airport. 


Driving Instructions: From New York or New Jersey and points south and west, take the NY 
Thruway (87 north) to exit 24 for the Northway (89). Take the Northway to exit 20 for Rte. 149 east. 
Take Rte. 149 east to Rte. 4 east. After entering Vermont on Rte. 4, take exit 4 for Rte. 30 north; this goes 
into Middlebury. Follow signs for Rte. 7 south. After going halfway around the Middlebury rotary, 
continue south on Rte. 7 about 5 miles, then take a left on Rte. 125 east. You will drive through the small 
town of East Middlebury and then take a sharp right over a bridge (still Rte.125) and head up the winding 
mountain road. In about 5 minutes you'll reach the even tinier town of Ripton (take the 30 mph speed 
limit seriously; the local police frequently lie in wait for the unwary). In 5 more minutes you'll reach 
Bread Loaf, a striking collection of mostly yellow Victorian buildings, impossible to miss. The first (very 
large) yellow building on your left is the Bread Loaf Inn. 


From Boston or points east: Take Interstate 93 north to Interstate 89 north. Follow 89 north into 
Vermont and take exit 3 for Bethel and Rte. 107 west. Take 107 to Rte. 100 north. Take Rte. 100 to Route 
125 west. The Bread Loaf campus is about a ten-minute drive from the junction of Routes 100 and 125. 





From Burlington: Take Rte. 7 south to Middlebury, and follow the directions above. 


Some estimates of driving times to Bread Loaf: from Boston 3-4 hours; from Hartford 3-4 hours; 
from Albany 2-3 hours; and from New York City 5-5 1/2 hours. 


Please return the enclosed arrival form as soon as you know your plans and before June 1, so we 
can plan to greet you when you drive in. 


Students with difficult travel plans who need to arrive on Monday, June 22 may do so after 
contacting Elaine Lathrop in the Bread Loaf office. Rooms will be ready for faculty and staff late in the 
afternoon of Sunday, June 21. Classes end on Wednesday, August 5. Students may depart after the 
completion of course work or may stay on at Bread Loaf through commencement. Those holding jobs in 
the dining hall are obligated to stay through commencement and will depart on August 9. 


Arrival 
First-year students to the Bread Loaf program and students attending the Vermont campus 


for the first time (including those living off campus) are invited to arrive on Monday afternoon, 
June 22. This early arrival is certainly not required of you, but we would like the chance to give you 
a special welcome and to show you around the campus before the hurly-burly of the general arrival 


day on Tuesday 


International students needing to make special arrangements, please contact the Bread Loaf 
office. Students who are working as wait staff, computer assistants, theater and costume shop assistants, 
and office assistant are also expected to arrive on Monday, June 22. The remaining students are expected 
to arrive on Tuesday, June 23. A bed has been reserved for you on the Vermont campus unless you have 
notified us that you plan to live off campus. If you have not turned in your housing form, please do so 
immediately. There will be a $300 fee for any student moving off campus after May 1. 


Upon arrival at Bread Loaf, you should go to the Inn Desk to check in and receive your room 
assignment and post office box assignments from the Inn Managers. Please check your post office box 


immediately, since informational notices may already have been distributed. 


The first meal served will be lunch at 12:30 p.m. on Monday, June 22. 


On Monday afternoon, we are planning to have repeating activities beginning at 2:00, 3:00 and 
4:00 p.m. for first-year students. Activities will include welcomes by the director and associate director on 
the hour followed by a tour of the campus and ending up in an anything-goes question and answer period 
with various members of the Bread Loaf community. At 5:00 p.m. there will be a get-acquainted 
gathering with refreshments, followed by a buffet supper at 6:00 p.m. There will be a film scheduled for 
later in the evening. 


Registration/Opening 

Registration will run from 9 a.m. through 5 p.m. on Tuesday, June 23. Registration will be in the 
Blue Parlor, where you will be welcomed by Karen Browne, Lexa deCourval, Susan Holcomb, Judy 
Jessup, and Sandy LeGault of the Bread Loaf office, and a representative of the Accounting Office of 
Middlebury College. Here you will settle your financial account, register your car, confirm your courses, 
have your picture taken, and receive your ID. Students unable to arrive during these hours should check in 
at the Front Desk for room assignments and drop by the Bread Loaf office the next morning. 


The School will officially open with a brief, friendly ceremony in the Burgess Meredith Theater 
at 7:30 p.m. on Tuesday, June 23. Following the opening ceremony there will be a reception. 





Loans 
Students should be in touch with the financial aid office if interested in a Stafford loan and/or a 


Perkins loan. Money from the loans will first be applied to your bill; any remainder will be disbursed 
either at registration or during the summer, depending on when the loan gets finalized. Payments are 
received in two disbursements, after the money has been received by Middlebury College. Because delays 
can and do happen, please do not plan to use excess loan money to live on during the summer. 


Payment 
Student bills were sent from Middlebury College mid-April and are payable in full upon receipt, 


and no later than June 1. Bills not paid on time will be assessed a late fee. Students admitted after June 1 
should make every effort to pay upon receipt of the bill prior to arriving. Should there be an error on your 
bill, please contact Elaine Lathrop in the Bread Loaf office immediately. 


Off-Campus Students 
Students living off-campus should try especially hard to stay informed of events happening on 


campus. Every student is given a campus mailbox in which to receive outside mail, notices from the 
Bread Loaf office, and messages from fellow Bread Loaf inhabitants. We strongly encourage you to 
check your mailbox daily. Perhaps the most important way to keep in touch is through the news sheet 
called The Crumb which comes out before lunch on weekdays; copies are available at the Front Desk and 
on BreadNet. There is also a master calendar of events posted outside the Bread Loaf office. 


Textbooks 
Although most of you will have already purchased your textbooks, Middlebury College maintains 


a bookstore on the Bread Loaf campus. We ask that you initially purchase from the bookstore only the 
books for the courses in which you are enrolled. If you are auditing a class, please wait a couple of days 
before purchasing these books to ensure that enrolled members get the books they need. 


Courses 
Bread Loaf faculty members teach in a wide variety of styles, from completely discussion- 


centered classes to classes that are combinations of lecture and discussion. Since the Bread Loaf semester 
is extremely compressed, we advise that you do as much of the reading ahead of time as possible. 


Clothing/Bedding 
You should bring informal clothing for country wear, both for cool (40 to 50 degrees) and warm 


(75 to 90 degrees), wet and dry weather. Vermont weather is notoriously fickle. Bring insect repellent--for 
example, Cutter's or Deet. Some people have found that Avon Skin So Soft bath oil works well as an 
insect repellent. In choosing clothes to pack, you should be aware that Bread Loaf has (rather rustic) 
tennis courts, volleyball courts, John’s Pond and nearby Lake Pleiad for swimming, as well as hiking 


trails. Bring a flashlight and extra batteries. 


Bread Loaf provides blankets, bedspreads and pillows free of charge. Please bring linens to fit a 
twin bed as well as a pillowcase, towels and face cloths. Linen will be available for international students. 


There is a laundry building with coin-operated washers and dryers. 


Computers 
We encourage students to bring their own computers. Bread Loaf, however, has its own very 


well-equipped computer center with both IBM and Mac machines. The Computer Center staff will be 
happy to offer assistance in the use of the computers and various kinds of software. Bread Loaf also 
operates its own telecommunications system, BreadNet, which we think is the most successful electronic 
network of teachers in the country. You will be invited to join BreadNet at no cost; we offer instruction in 


its use. 





There is Internet connectivity in the Computer Center, in the Inn lobby, and in the library. 
Wireless connections are available throughout the campus. Wireless cards for PC laptops will be available 
for sale in the Bread Loaf bookstore. Those of you with Macintosh laptops not currently equipped with 
Airport cards should consult retailers at home before coming to Bread Loaf. 


If you are bringing a computer to campus, we strongly recommend that you have a backup 
strategy in place for your important documents. This can include transferring your documents to a “flash” 
or thumbnail drive, an external hard drive, or the use of a system such as Google docs 
(http://docs.google.com). Regardless of your strategy, it is critical to have multiple copies of work you 
cannot afford to lose. 


Noise/Electronics/A ppliances 
Radios, stereos, and TVs are not permitted in the dormitories, which are far from soundproof. 


Any electronic or battery-operated sound-producing devices are permitted on/y when used with 
headphones or earphones. If you're new to Bread Loaf, it may seem strange to ban these seeming 
necessities of modern life, but the rule is firm; in an isolated setting where study is a constant pursuit, the 
noise of even one radio can be unbelievably disruptive. Silence is strictly maintained between the hours 
of 11 P.M. and 7:00 A.M. to offer the opportunity for sleep. An excellent location for late night 
conversations is the social space in the Barn. Please leave portable appliances such as refrigerators, 
microwaves, hot plates and coffee pots at home. 


Guests 
Due to fire regulations and capacity limits in the buildings, guests are not to be invited for 


overnight visits in student rooms. There are several nice motels, inns, and bed-and-breakfast places in the 
area. A list will be included in your arrival packet. 


Pets 
Pets are strictly forbidden in dormitories or anywhere on campus. If you must bring an animal, 


please make prior arrangements to have it kept off campus. 


Medical 
There are no medical facilities on the Bread Loaf campus, but Middlebury College maintains a 


clinic on the main campus (see enclosed letter). For medical emergencies we have the Middlebury 
Volunteer Ambulance Association and Ripton First Response. Porter Hospital, the nearest hospital, is 


located in Middlebury. 


We have included a two-part medical form. The top part is important to help us help you with 
food allergies. The chefs will need this information prior to your arrival, and we ask that you return this as 


soon as possible. 


The second part asks about other medical conditions. We are asking that you fill out the second 
part, put it into a sealed envelope with your name on the outside of the envelope and return it to Elaine 
Lathrop. This envelope will be opened only should there be an emergency in which you are unable to 
respond, and assisting medical personnel need some information. This information will be shredded at the 


end of the summer session. 


Correspondence 
You should inform correspondents to address you at: (Your name), Bread Loaf School of 


English, Bread Loaf CPO, 4265 Ripton 125, Middlebury, VT 05753. The most common cause of delay of 
mail is (oddly) the failure to include the person's name in the address. Notify your post office to forward 





your mail to Bread Loaf only until August 1. Please make clear to the post office that this address is 
temporary. Newspapers, magazines and other items that are not standard first-class mail will not be 
forwarded to you after you leave Bread Loaf. Express packages sent in advance should be addressed to 
you at the address mentioned earlier in this paragraph. 


Phones 


The telephone switchboard closes at 11 P.M. Late evening calls should be completed by this time. 
Incoming calls should be received well before 11 P.M. Please remind your family and friends of any time 
differential between their homes and Vermont. The Bread Loaf campus telephone is (802) 443-2700. 
Long distance calls can be made using a calling card or calling collect. There are also pay phones 
available on campus. Emergency telephone messages will be delivered at any time. After 11:00 p.m., 
emergency messages can be left with the Middlebury College Security Office at (802) 443-5911. 


Because of the remoteness of the Bread Loaf campus, cell phones are not operable. 


Newspaper 
You can purchase a subscription to the New York Times by returning the enclosed form. 


Check Cashing 
For your convenience, personal checks up to $50 as well as traveler's checks can be cashed at the 


Front Desk of the Bread Loaf Inn. There are numerous automatic teller machines in Middlebury. 


Jobs on Campus 
Bread Loaf relies on student workers to fill key positions on campus to ensure a smooth-running 


summer. At this time, we find ourselves in great need of wait staff in the dining room, as well as staff 
in the theater and the computer room. The positions are for 20 hours a week, and pay is $12 per 
hour. If you are interested, please contact Elaine in the Bread Loaf office. 


The Robert Haiduke Poetry Contest 
The Robert Haiduke Poetry Contest was established many years ago as an opportunity for Bread 


Loaf students to submit their original poetry. It is a multi-campus competition with one deadline for 
submission. The winner(s) will receive a cash prize and the winning poems will be published and 
distributed at all Bread Loaf campuses and published on the Bread Loaf website. Details of this contest 
will be distributed at the beginning of the Bread Loaf session. Please note that by entering the contest you 
give permission for your poems to be printed and distributed. There will be a substantial cash award. 


The Freeman Fiction Prize 
The Jon and Rebecca Freeman Fiction Prize was founded in the summer of 2008. Bread Loaf is 


seeking fiction entries from current students in a multi-campus competition. Each campus will have a 
submission deadline of the first Monday of the session. In Vermont, the deadline is Monday, June 29. 
Each student may make one submission of no more than 10 double-spaced pages, ideally a self-contained 
piece of writing.

A Final Word of Precaution: 

We have all heard, from time to time, the warning that avian or swine flu or other pandemic 
diseases are a possibility for our country, and indeed for the entire world. Middlebury College is being 
more proactive on this front than most other institutions of which I am aware. If such highly contagious 
diseases show signs of appearing and spreading, Middlebury College and Bread Loaf may shut down, 
because of the dangers of having large numbers of people collected in a limited space. Following the 
advice of Middlebury’s Health Center, I urge all students, faculty, and staff to come to Bread Loaf with 
contingency plans for going to one of two destinations (your home, a relative’s home, etc.) should 
developments warrant--two, since the illness may already be present in your first-choice destination. If 
you are coming to Bread Loaf from outside the U.S., it should be possible for you to make arrangements 
to leave Bread Loaf with a U.S. student. I am not at all trying to be an alarmist; I think you will agree that 
it is better to show up with some such plans than to neglect the subject altogether. Let us hope that this 
will turn out to be a completely unnecessary paragraph. 


Despite that preceding paragraph, I hope that you have a pleasant trip to our Bread Loaf 
Mountain campus. You will then be ready to plunge into an enjoyable, intellectually rewarding summer. I 
look forward to seeing you.

This summer, the Mary Johnson Children’s Center in Middlebury will continue to provide child care 
for the children of Bread Loaf parents at the Ripton Elementary School, not far from the Bread Loaf campus; 
Bread Loaf children will continue to benefit from a high-quality, well-organized program. We have made this 
arrangement with Mary Johnson since children must not be left unattended on the Bread Loaf campus at any 


time. 


The Mary Johnson Children's Center needs to receive as quickly as possible information from parents 
planning to enroll their children. If you will be enrolling your child/children in this program, please call Elaine 
Lathrop as soon as possible at 802-443-5360, or e-mail her at elaine_lathrop@breadnet.middlebury.edu. In 
addition, please fill out the enclosed form and return it at your very earliest convenience to Elaine Lathrop, 
Bread Loaf School of English, 121A South Main Street, Middlebury College, Middlebury, Vermont 057535 3 
Once we have received the form, we will notify the Mary Johnson Children’s Center; they will send you a 
packet of information and forms that they will need for you to return, along with your child/children’s medical 


history. 


Half-day rates (either morning or afternoon session) will be $150 per week for infants/preschool 
children and $130 per week for school-age children. Full-day rates will be $250 per week for infants/preschool 
children and $240 per week for school-age children. Families with more than one child attending the program 
will qualify for a one-third discount on the second:child enrolled. Mary Johnson requires that you enroll your 
child/children in full-week units. Parents must commit to blocks of time; it will not be possible to drop off 
children from time to time on an irregular basis. 


The most important information we need to know is whether you plan to use the child-care facilities 
the entire day (8:15 - 5:15), only in the mornings (8:15 - 12:30) or only in the afternoons (12:30 - 5:15). We

Staying Healthy, H1N1 Influenza & 
What To Do If You Become Ill at Middlebury This Summer (2009) 


Middlebury College health officials are monitoring the H1N1 influenza situation as it continues to evolve. 
While there have not been any known cases of H1N1 flu at Middlebury, the H1N1 virus is currently the 
predominant influenza virus in Vermont, and we may see cases on campus this summer. Fortunately, the 
overwhelming majority of HIN1 patients experience mild symptoms and make a rapid and full recovery, 
often without needing hospitalization or medical treatment. In order to mitigate the spread of H1N1, the 
Centers for Disease Control (CDC) and the Vermont Department of Health (VDH) are recommending that 
people with influenza-like-illness stay home from school or work for at least 7 days. 


Below are some important facts and tips on what you can do to stay healthy and prevent the spread of 
illness at Middlebury this summer. 


Staying Healthy: 


1. Stay informed. Health officials will provide additional information as it becomes available. 
a. _ http://healthvermont.gov/ and http://www.cdc.gov/hin1flu/ are good sources for information 
2. Everyone should take these everyday steps to protect your health and lessen the spread of viral illness: 
a. Cover your nose and mouth with a tissue when you cough or sneeze. Throw the tissue in the 
trash after you use it. 
b.. Wash your hands often with soap and water, especially after you cough or sneeze. Alcohol- 
based hand cleaners are also effective. 
c. Avoid touching your eyes, nose or mouth. Germs spread this way. 
d. Try to avoid close contact with sick people. 
. Find healthy ways to deal with stress and anxiety. 
a. -Consider contacting the Center for Counseling and Human Relations (x 5141) 
. Avoid acute academic, athletic and/ or social over-exertion 
. Sleep 8 hours each night 
. Minimize alcohol consumption 
. Eat a balanced diet rich in fruits and vegetables 


H1N1 Influenza in Vermont: 


1. HINT is now the predominant circulating influenza A virus in Vermont (32 cases as of June 12, 
2009) and in the United States. 

2. As of June 16, 2009, there are no known cases of H1N1 at Middlebury College. 

3. The overwhelming majority of H1N1 patients experience mild symptoms and make a rapid and full 
recovery, often without needing hospitalization or medical treatment. f 
While H1N1 has been mild for most people, it could cause life-threatening complications for certain 
groups at higher risk for influenza complications’. 
The.Vermont Dept. of Health currently recommends that testing should be limited to the following: 
a. Hospitalized patients with influenza-like illness 


b. Non-hospitalized patients with influenza-like illness who are significantly ill and have 
underlying health conditions that put them at risk for complications of influenza’. 

c. Individuals with influenza-like illness from high-risk institutional settings such as tong-term 
care facilities . 
Specimens should not be collected on individuals who do not have symptoms. 
Testing should not be done for reasons such as returning to work, or due to suspeeted-exposure.

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What To Do If You Become Ill at Middlebury This Summer: 


` 


Many students experience cold and flu symptoms each summer, and are able to care for themselves without 
needing medical attention. College health officials anticipate that this practice will continue in 2009. At 
the same time, the Centers for Disease Control (CDC) is promoting the concept of shared responsibility, 
meaning that individuals have an important.role in protecting themselves and their [community]. The 
following three categories describe levels of illness severity and actions that should be taken, including 
isolation in dorm rooms when appropriate. The Parton Health Center (x 5135) is available to answer 
questions and see students by appointment for evaluation of illness. St 


1. Mild illness with a temperature less than 100°F [37.8°C]: 
a. Limit direct contact with others as much as possible. 
b. Practice good hand hygiene (see Staying Healthy section above). 
c. You will not be asked to miss classes or meals. 


Illness with temperature of 100°F [37.8°C] or greater together with cough or sore throat, or 

with significant acute respiratory symptoms: 

a. Notify both the Health Center at x 5135 and your school Director. 

b. The Health Center will arrange testing for HIN1 ona case-by-case basis. Some cases will not 
need testing. 

c. Plan to stay in your dorm room for several days after your symptoms begin. This is to keep 
from infecting others and spreading the virus further. The Health Center will let you know 
when it is appropriate to return to the community. 

You will be provided with instructions on respiratory etiquette/ hygiene, and may be asked to 
wear a surgical mask if you need to leave your room (ie. to use the bathroom). 

Your school Director will help coordinate delivery of meals and academic matters if 
appropriate. ; ' ; 

If you need medical attention call the Health Center at x 5135. The Health Center will 
coordinate medical care issues, including the length of isolation, and determine if H1N1 
testing is necessary. 


Suspected or Confirmed HIN1 illness: 

a. Current CDC and Vermont Department of Health guidance recommends that you stay home 
(or in your dorm) for seven days, or longer if symptoms have not resolved. l 

b. The Health Center will help coordinate medical care issues. 

c. Your school Director will contact you regarding academic procedures at that time.

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PRAYER CHANGES THINGS

Paul leaned forward in the pew, struggling to maintain some semblance of piety while getting a 
better look at his grandmother's wig. His mom had warned him about it over the phone before she and Bill 
and the girls had left for Florida, telling Paul to prepare himself, but even now, as he took a longer look, it 
didn't strike him as all that different. Marilyn had worn her hair short, so that her tight, snowy curls encased 
her head like a helmet. There had always been something vaguely unrealistic about her hair, and the wig, if 
anything, looked a bit more natural. 

She was thinner than she'd been. The pale purple rings under her eyes had spread like stains and 
her cheeks caved in a little at their centers. Still, all things considered, Paul thought that she looked pretty 
good. 

He propped his elbows up on the empty pew in front of him and grazed his lips over a bony 
knuckle. When he was a kid, kneeling down at church, he'd had to tilt his chin up and strain his neck to see 
the altar. He'd used the pews at St. Lawrence to mark his growth, trying to keep his head level so that he 
could figure out if he'd gotten any taller since the previous Sunday, if his nose had shot up another 
millimeter above the tops of the hymnals. Despite his best efforts, he never managed to detect even the 
smallest change from one week to the next. The pews shrank imperceptibly, by some insidious, miraculous 
process, so that one day he could rest his chin on the smooth, dark wood, and then his elbows. He towered 
over them now, feeling like a giant, wondering if he'd ever really been that small. 

Paul watched as his fellow parishioners shuffled past on their way to the altar. He was trying, 
unsuccessfully, to block out the sounds of the choir — the geriatric ensemble that stood on risers to Father 


Gallipeau's right and plowed through a quavery, off-key rendition of “We Are the Light of the World.” 
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Communion always took a while at St. Lawrence, since most members of the aging congregation 
insisted that the priest insert the Host into their mouths himself and approached the altar at a creaky pace 
that seemed to result as much from arthritis as from piety. Paul blamed the organist, an embittered former 
music teacher named Temperance who infused even the most joyous hymns with her distinctively grim, 
dirge-like sensibility. Marilyn had always defended Temperance's style against her grandson's criticisms. 
“If you think church should sound like a parade,” she'd say, “There’s all kinds of Protestants down the 
street.” 

Thankfully, St. Lawrence’s parishioners were as few in number as they were slow-moving. Less 
than two hundred people fit inside the squat, redbrick structure, and it was only full on Christmas and 


Easter, when Marilyn would accost fair-weather Catholics in the parking lot after Mass and comment, 


loudly, on how Zong it had been since she'd last seen them. 


Paul cringed as a frosted blonde in the back row of the choir hit a particularly off note. Resting his 
chin on clasped hands, he turned his attention to the altar. The Virgin Mary that he had once thought the 
single most beautiful statue in the world — a brightly painted, four-foot-tall ceramic figure — still stood to 
the left of the lectern, amidst a cluster of potted plants. Directly behind her, on the kind of white message 
board that hung outside most churches, were the three bold, black words that had greeted St. Lawrence's 
parishioners every Sunday since the church had opened it doors:

He stared at the sign for maybe a minute, or however long it took the choir to make it through the 
final verse. When he finally looked away, Father Gallipeau was handing Communion to the last few 
members of the congregation. Paul scanned the pews in front of him — three rows of marionettes with their 
strings cut, necks slumped in reverence that looked an awful lot like defeat.

Marilyn shoved her arm back into the pink handbag and pulled up another fistful of jelly packets 

and sugars. She was sorting them out on the kitchen table, sticking the jellies in a Ziploc bag and tossing 


the sugars into an already heaping bowl. She considered most of the items left on the table at diners to be 
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fair game, and at brunch after church she'd calmly dumped the entire assortment of jams, jellies, 
marmalades, and sweeteners into her handbag while a woman at the neighboring table looked on in 
disbelief. Paul had tried to reason with her, reminding her in a hushed voice that she already had plenty of 
similar items at home, but she'd announced, loud enough to attract the attention of a nearby waitress, that 


she'd paid $7.50 for her meal and that restaurants put things on the table for people's convenience. As 


Marilyn snapped on her clear plastic bonnet and reached under the table for her crutch, Paul slipped another 


dollar under his saucer. 

Marilyn was picking through the bowl of sweeteners now, pulling out all the light blue Equal 
packets. “I'll fix you a sandwich as soon as I'm done with this, dear.” 

“Huh? Oh. No, I can get it, Gram. Really.” Paul put down the paper and massaged his left 
shoulder, which was already sore after two hours of shoveling the driveway and carrying boxes up from the 
basement. 

“You look thin, Paul. Sick,” she told him for the third time in two days. “Where did your mother 
say your friends from school were going? Mexico? Sounds like trouble to me.” 

“Puerto Rico, Gram. And it was too expensive.” And Mom and Bill needed me here, he added, in 
his head. 

“Like those videos they advertise on television. Girls Are Wild. Running around like a bunch of 
prostitutes. Topless.” 

Paul got up and opened the fridge. He sniffed a package of thick, slimy turkey slices and looked 
around for the pickles. 

“Whatever happened to that nice Indian girl you used to go out with?” 

“Bangladeshi, Gram. Her parents were from Bangladesh. We broke up last year.” 

“Such a sweet thing, that Indian girl. Your grandfather never liked the Indians. Said they treated 
their women badly. Oh. Let me take care of that, dear.”

Highlights of the reunion will include panels of alums and faculty from as many decades as 
possible; discussion groups on many different texts led by faculty members; the never-to-be- 
missed Bread Loaf square dance; and the chance to see and talk with many, many old friends. 


If you are attending the NCTE convention in San Antonio later this month, you will have 
another opportunity to see Bread Loaf friends. Bread Loaf will have a booth on the 
convention floor (booth #632) and will be hosting a reception from 4:30-6:30 p.m. on 
Friday, November 21, in the "La Princesa" room at the Hilton del Palacio del Rio, just 
across the street from the Convention Center. Sandy LeGault and Karen Browne will be the 
Bread Loaf hostesses at the event. 


The summer just past was a remarkable one at all our campuses. Following is a report on 
2008 at the four campuses and some news about 2009. 





We had an intensely musical summer in Vermont (and to a somewhat lesser extent at the 
other campuses; see below). Student Alex Levin, whose remarkable talents first dazzled 
our campus in Asheville in 2006, brought his contemporary jazz trio to Bread Loaf for a 
residency for most of the summer. We also had with us the New Orleans jazz trio of one of 
Bread Loaf’s most faithful friends, Mark Wright. And, near the end of the summer, Paul 
Muldoon brought up his rock band Rackett to enliven an enthusiastic crowd in the Barn. 
Up-and-coming poet Dan Chiasson came to read his work early in the summer, and the 
poet who is arguably the eminence grise of American poetry, John Ashbery, came later on, 
with a special highlight of his visit being his time spent with a group of adoring students in 
Treman after the reading. Alan MacVey and the Acting Ensemble presented a spectacular 
production of Twelfth Night. This was the first time Alan had ever repeated a play at Bread 
Loaf; you had to be as hoary a veteran of Bread Loaf as Lucy and I to recognize the single 
actor who was in both the 1984 and the 2008 productions, Brian McEleney as Malvolio. 


Even though the period of faculty recruitment isn’t yet complete, I can at this point tell 
_ you that Andrea Lunsford will be rejoining us in Vermont; we will also welcome as a 
new faculty member Middlebury’s Marion Wells. 


There was good news of quite a different sort, too. An extremely generous friend of 
Bread Loaf’s gave a gift of $75,000 to found a scholarship fund in honor of Alexander 
Twilight, who in 1823 became the first African American to receive a baccalaureate 
degree from an American college or university: Middlebury College. Both the Bread 
Loaf classes of 2007 and 2008 devoted their senior class gifts to scholarship funds 
designed to increase diversity at Bread Loaf. Both classes have agreed to merge their 
gifts with the Twilight Fund, the scholarships to be awarded to deserving students who 
have worked to increase diversity at Bread Loaf. 


You have very likely heard the news that Robert Frost’s Homer Noble farmhouse was 
vandalized this past winter. Luckily, though, the damage was superficial, and more luckily 
still, the vandals didn’t even enter the Frost cabin itself, where Frost wrote many of his 
poems. The hero of the entire episode was our own Leo Hotte, caretaker of the Bread Loaf 
campus; he discovered the incriminating evidence that led to the apprehension of the young 
men. (If you didn’t look too carefully at the latest issue of Middlebury magazine, ferret out 
your copy and have another look. The weathered cowboy on the cover is Leo, and there is a 
splendid photo-essay on him inside.) The sequel to the vandalism was an extremely happy 
one. Middlebury is raising an endowment to support a writer-in-residence to live year- 
round at the Frost Farm. If you didn’t get a mailing about this new position, contact the 
Bread Loaf office, and we will be happy to send materials to you. 


Even though the dollar continued to plummet in relation to the pound, the number of 

students attending our Oxford campus in 2008 (71) grew very markedly over the number 
in the summer of 2007 (61). Amid today’s financial panics (I am writing in late October), 
it would be crazy to make any predictions at all, but the recent strengthening of the dollar 


against the pound offers the hope that Oxford costs won’t be quite so forbidding next 





summer. Bread Loaf/Oxford students last summer saw Patrick Stewart as Claudius in 
Hamlet, and the 2009 students are slated to see Jude Law as Hamlet himself. Bread 
Loaf/Oxford, celebrating its own 32nd anniversary in 2009, has by now established a 
series of annual events to rival Vermont’s: the 4th of July barbecue in Grove Quad, the 
Deep Hall Talent Show and Trivia Contest, etc. I hope that many of you will be on hand 
next summer to help extend these traditions. After two summers of the excellent 
leadership of Peter McCullough, John Fyler will be returning as on-site director in 2009. 


While John Ashbery was in Vermont, Billy Collins was in New Mexico, where he read to 
Bread Loaf students and faculty, as well as several hundred Santa Fe citizens. The most 
memorable moment of his reading came after a quite drunk (but actually pretty knowledge- 
able) local woman repeatedly shouted out her requests of poems for Collins to read. Finally 
Collins turned upon her: “Madame, do you think I am a jukebox, and that all you have to do 
is to shout out the title of a poem, for me to read it?” Good line, but it had no effect. Lee 
Marmon, father of Leslie Marmon Silko and an important cultural figure in his own right 
came to talk and read. Students will rejoice that Deirdre David is rejoining our New Mexico 
faculty in 2009, and Vermont faculty members Patricia Powell and Adrienne Dixson will be 
making the move to Santa Fe as well. Cheryl Glenn will be the on-site director. | 


No Bread Loaf campus has taken advantage of its specific site more than Bread Loaf/ 
Asheville, now entering its fourth year. John Warnock’s splendid “Writing about Place” 
course has introduced students to the region and its many ways of cultivating the arts. This 
past summer, John Elder extended that emphasis in his course on the ballad in England, 


Ireland, and Scotland, its journey across the Atlantic to re-establish itself in the Appalachians, 
and its evolution into country music and bluegrass. A photo of Warnock on mandolin and 
Elder on banjo, making music together, will appear in this year’s catalog. Bread Loaf faculty 
veterans, the much loved Val Smith and Jeff Nunokawa, both went to Asheville last summer 
to give talks. Some of the good news for Asheville ’09: Mary Floyd-Wilson will be returning 
to the Asheville faculty, and Middlebury’s Michael Katz will be joining the faculty, to teach 

a course on Tolstoy and Dostoevsky. Tilly Warnock will again direct. 


2008 was a rich summer for all Bread Loaf students and faculty, and 2009 promises to be 
as great or greater. Before it even begins, I hope that, if you’re able, you’ll join us at our 
90" reunion in Vermont in June. And, in any event, even in these hard economic times— 
maybe especially in these hard economic times—I hope that you’ll consider making as 
generous a gift as you can to the Bread Loaf School of English.

Acquainted with Tonight’s Film 

It’s a little-known fact that Frost supplemented his 
income by drafting screenplays for H ollywood in the 3 0’s 
and 40’s — including tonight’s film, The Maltese Falcon. 
Producers, however, found his tone and subject matter ill- 
suited for their hardened urban denizens, and script doctors 
had to be brought in to make the dialogue more consistent 
with the setting. Examples of the drastic emendations of 
Frost’s proposed dialogue for Sam Spade: 


Draft: Life is too much like a pathless wood, where one eye 
is weeping from a twig’s having lashed it open. 


Final: When you're slapped, you'll take it and like it. 


Draft: I can repeat the words you were saying: ‘Three foggy 
momings and one rainy day will rot the best birch fence a 
man can build.’ Think of it, talk like that at such a time! 


Final: People lose teeth talking like that. If you want to hang 
around, you'll be polite. 


Draft: Now let the night be dark for all of me. Let the night 
be too dark to see into the future. Let what will be, be. 


Final: I hope they don't hang you, precious, by that sweet 
neck. Yes, angel, I'm gonna send you over. The chances are 
you'll get off with life. That means if you're a good girl, 
you'll be out in 20 years. I'll be waiting for you. If they hang 
you, I'll always remember you. 


Saturday’s Retro Dance Indebted to Frost 

After Frost’s death, his influence on younger writers 
continued to exert itself. Poets seeking fresh inspiration 
found an untapped vein of precious material by examining 
the manuscripts never before available to the public and 
finding in them a rich vein of precious material, such as the 
following early draft of “Nothing Gold Can Stay,” made 
famous in revised form by Andy Gibb: 


Nature’s first green is gold, 

Her hardest hue to hold. 

So dawn goes down to day, 

Nothing gold can stay. 

Ah, ah, ah, ah. 

Staying alive. Staying alive. 

Feel the cities breaking, and everybody’s shaking, 
But we’re staying alive. Staying alive. 


Come pay tribute to Frost and other poetic giants by 
jumping and jiving to the retro sounds o f “ Staying Alive” 
(Frost/Gibb), “Wake Me Up Before You Go-Go” 
(Donne/Michael), “Let’s Get Physical” (C. Rossetti/ 
Newton-John) and other “lyric poetry” from 9-1 tomorrow 
night in the Barn.

(by Venus DePhilo) 


This article considers the social and cfltural effectsof `

they are shown in remote communities, particularly those 
focused on “serious” concerns such as literature, theater, 
and horticulture. Special attention will be paid to a Friday 
night film showing in a mountaintop Barn during which, 
shortly after the starting time of 9:00 pm, several students 
were found deconstructing subliminal symbolism they 
saw in the cinematic offering. The students were subse- 
quently expelled from the campus. 


T-Shirt Designs as Personal and Social 


Indicators (by Fruta Delume) 

A sampling of transfers and iron-ons worn by stu- 
dents at the Bread Loaf School of English over the 
schools’ 80-year history and culminating in the 1999 
contest wherein community members were invited to 
submit new designs (up to four colors) for the summer 
session. The quick turnaround (entries were due in the 
Bread Loaf office within a week, by the following 
Wednesday at noon) resulted in some original and 
innovative entries, one of which was chosen by a panel 
of Bread Loaf community members and produced by the 
end of the summer. This study posits both artistic (i.e.

the final design, with a sidelong look to the representa- 
tional and functional aspects of the resulting shirt. 


The Director’s Directives: Frost’s 


Influence on Styles of Leadership 

By looking intently at two Vermont-based educa- 
tional administrators (James Maddox, Director of the 
Bread Loaf School of English, and Robert Stepto, the 
Interim Director), this study will compare and contrast 
their perspectives and methodologies as one (Maddox) 
departs from 7/4 to 7/16 and the other assumes his place. 
Effectiveness will be evaluated as a function of the 
number of appointments made via the Bread Loaf office 
and the weather forecasting abilities in determining 
whether the annual Frost Picnic will take place. 


Snack it to Me: A Community Adjusts to 


New Snack Bar Hours 

This chronological study considers the effects of 
newly open Snack Bar hours as a relevant factor in the 
associations and interactions between students at Bread 
Loaf.

Textual Connections on the Internet (by 
Mimi Onlein) 

By presenting samples of studies involving inter- 
classroom discussions on various texts (see figure 1), 
this presentation on Monday at 5:00 in Barn 6 intends to 
attract new participants to an ongoing National Endow- 
ment for the Humanities project linking students around 
the globe with one another and with Bread Loaf faculty 
mentors. The seminar should be of benefit to all inter- 
ested teachers, particularly those sections addressing 
funding and resources.

Most of the Adirondack chairs you see on campus (those 
painted green, in fact) have been built by Bread Loafer children in the 
workshops at Croutons, the day care program.

Dear Bread Loaf Friends: 


We are behind schedule with the mailing of this reunion registration packet. Middlebury 
College, like most colleges and universities, is currently scrutinizing its budgets, and this has 
impeded our ability to set reunion prices. We regret this and apologize for the delay. 


With the expert assistance of the entire Bread Loaf staff, | am now writing to all of you who 
responded either "yes" or "maybe" to my earlier invitation to the June 2009 Bread Loaf 
School of English ninetieth anniversary reunion. It has been gratifying to hear from so many 
of you who are hoping to join us in June. 


| know that many of you are eager to send in your rooming requests and to make travel 
plans. With this letter | am inviting you to do just that. Enclosed is a registration form listing 
housing and meal options and costs, a list of nearby hotels and motels, a tentative schedule 
of events, and other reunion materials. 


e REGISTRATION: There is a non-refundable $80 registration fee for everyone attending 
the reunion (including spouses, friends, or partners participating in reunion activities). 
Payment of this fee will entitle you to participate fully in all reunion events and it also 
includes a complimentary Bread Loaf t-shirt or tote bag (your choice!), designed for our 
reunion by Bread Loafers Marge Droge and MacNair Randall. 


If your spouse or partner plans to come only to the Friday dance (open to everyone) or to 

meals (everyone pays by the meal), but does not plan to come to other events, there is no 
need to pay the second registration fee; but if he or she plans to participate fully with you, 

then he or she should pay the fee. 


YOUR CONTACT INFORMATION: Many of you want to know who else is coming to the 
reunion. We plan to put a list of attendees (even possible attendees) on our reunion 
Web. page (http://www. middlebury.edu/academics/blse/reunion/). We are asking your 
permission to share your e-mail address or other contact information with other Bread 
Loafers who ask us directly for it. We will not put contact information on the Web page, 
under any circumstances. 


HOUSING: On-campus rooms are reservable on a first-come, first-served basis, 
depending upon when you send in your registration form and payment. Because it is 
quite possible that more of you will want a room at Bread Loaf than we can 
accommodate, we recommend registering early. 





Most rooms will be double-occupancy for this event; accompanying spouses and partners 
will be accommodated on campus with you. Single rooms will be granted to those requiring 
them for medical reasons. If a single room is for some other reason a necessity, we will do 
our best to honor your preference, but you will probably want to consider rooming at one of 
the local motels or bed-and-breakfasts. In order to make the best use of the rooms we 
have, we will give priority to those of you who plan to stay both nights. We will try our best to 
accommodate requests for specific rooms, buildings, neighbors, or roommates, but, as you 
can imagine, rooming logistics will be complicated and we can't promise anything. 


Enclosed you will find a list of area hotels, motels, and inns. Some of these have set 
aside blocks of rooms (for a limited time, many only until March 15) for our reunion 
weekend with, in some cases, special rates for Bread Loafers attending the reunion. 
That information will be noted on the list. If you do indeed opt for off-campus housing, 
the earlier you make reservations the better. (June marks the beginning of high tourist 
season in Vermont, and hotels are already being booked.) 


MEALS: In order to keep costs down, all of the meals, with the exception of Saturday's 
banquet dinner, will be served buffet style. Breakfasts will be the full, varied, delicious 
meals that live fondly in all of our memories. Vegetarian options will be available at all 
meals (these will not necessarily be vegan; if you have special dietary concerns, please 
get in touch with us). We will ask you to make a specific meal choice only for the 
banquet. Please indicate on the enclosed registration form which meals you intend to 
eat. Your tickets for these meals will be in the registration packet you receive when you 
arrive at Bread Loaf in June. 


CHILDREN: Because housing is likely to be tight, we are sorry to say that children will 
not be able to stay on campus. Your children can accompany you to Friday's dinner (and 
Sunday's breakfast and lunch) and they will be welcome at the Friday night square 
dance, but the Saturday events and meals will be for adults only. This is simply because 
of space constraints. Meals for children under 12 will be half price. 


We are exploring daycare possibilities for Saturday, but at this point we have no firm 
commitments from local providers. We will post details on the reunion Web page when 
we have them, and we will be in touch directly with those of you who indicate an interest 
in daycare once we know more. 


T-SHIRTS AND TOTE BAGS: Your registration fee will entitle you to receive a compli- 
mentary t-shirt or tote bag. Please indicate your choice on the enclosed registration form. 
Photocopies of the designs for these future heirlooms are on a separate order form (you 
may order additional shirts or totes at the prices listed) and on the reunion Web page. 

.We must place our order by May 15, so please send the order form and check to the 
Bread Loaf office by May 1 (preferably, with the rest of your registration fees). 


COSTS: There is a breakdown of room and meal costs on the registration sheet. You 
must pay the registration fee now in order to reserve your spot; we ask that you also 
include payment for meals and housing at the same time, in order to help us plan. 
Checks are payable to "Middlebury College." (We cannot accept credit card payment.) 


SCHEDULE: Enclosed you will find a tentative schedule for the weekend. We will be 
fine-tuning this over the next months, and will post the final schedule on our Web site. 





In general terms, the weekend will look like this: We will start with a buffet supper on 
Friday, followed by a short welcome in the Burgess Meredith Little Theater. This will be 
followed by the traditional Bread Loaf square dance in the Barn. Please feel free to bring 
your children and accompanying family or friends. Our plan on Saturday is to give people 
many options. Many of you will no doubt want to attend the mini-classes, panels, and 
other organized activities; others will want to spend some time revisiting old Bread Loaf 
sites, chatting with friends, or participating in the smaller events some of you are 
organizing (sports, Blue Parlor readings, etc.). After a full day, there will be a reception 
and then the reunion banquet. After dinner the Bread Loaf Acting Ensemble will offer a` 
selection of Shakespeare scenes from recent Bread Loaf productions. We plan to end 
the evening with relaxed gatherings, and probably a little music, in the Barn—and 
elsewhere, if space is needed. There will be one more panel and a couple of classes on 
Sunday morning and then we will break for a farewell lunch (bagged lunches will be 
available for those of you who need to eat on the road). 


Our next mailing, later in the spring, will give you detailed information about all of the activities 
I've mentioned above, including reading lists for the mini-classes. At this time we can tell you 
that Michael Armstrong is planning to lead a discussion of Italo Calvino's Invisible Cities: 
Isobel Armstrong will offer a session on Wordsworth's "Solitary Reaper" and Christina 
Rossetti's "A Birthday”; John Elder will hold a class on Frost; Andrea Lunsford is planning a 
session on graphic novels; Jonathan Freedman will discuss Alfred Hitchcock's Rear Window; 
Sara Blair will talk about reading photographs; David Huddle and Robert Stepto will lead a _ 
session on stories from Edward P. Jones's All Aunt Hagar’s Children; and Dare Clubb will 
hold a discussion of either Ibsen's Ghosts or Beckett's Ohio Impromptu. Emily Bartels and | 
both hope to lead groups as well; Emily's will be on Othello; mine will be on Joyce’s “The 
Dead.” There will be "Bread Loaf Remembered" panels and also a session organized by Dixie 
Goswami that showcases Bread Loaf's extraordinary outreach programs and the world of the 
Bread Loaf Teacher Network. 


We will continue to post information and updates on our reunion Web page 
(http://www.middlebury.edu/academics/blse/reunion/), so you might want to check that from 
time to time. You can go to that page right now to see which fellow classmates have told us 
they hope to attend the reunion. We will be updating this list with more definite information 
once we receive your registration forms. 


A number of you have offered to be a part of the reunion's activities; we know that 
Madrigalists and musicians are discussing possible activities, and that some of you are 
prepared to take the lead on a reunion gift. We will soon be in touch with you individually 
about these things.

The time for the opening of the 2009 Bread Loaf session at the University of North Carolina at 
Asheville is rapidly approaching, and I am writing to give you some of the details you will need as you plan 
for your trip to North Carolina. 


Please read this letter carefully and keep it as a handy reference since it includes a lot of pertinent 


information. 


Many of us at Bread Loaf have for years desired a Southeastern campus, and we believe that we have 
found an ideal setting in Asheville. The unexpectedly cosmopolitan charm of Asheville and the beauty of the 
surrounding countryside offer us a campus that can compete with the attractions of our other campuses, and 
Asheville’s elevation at 2,500 feet allows us to escape the one dire side-effect of locating in the Southeast in 
the summer: the heat. We have also found an ideal host in the University of North Carolina at Asheville. Never 
before has Bread Loaf been so cordially welcomed by one of its summer host institutions. Associate Vice 
Chancellor Bill Spellman and Ann Martin, Director of the Office of Academic Conferences, both of whom you 
will no doubt meet this summer, have showered us with, well, Southern hospitality. 


Just as each of the other non- Vermont campuses has a curricular emphasis that grows out of its 
particular place, we emphasize Southern literature and African American literature at our Asheville campus, 
while also teaching courses such as European fiction or Shakespeare that can be found at all our campuses. 


Now to the practical details.

For everyone’s convenience, if you will be having your mail at home forwarded to you at UNCA this 
summer, please arrange for the forwarding to cease around July 23rd, so that mail doesn’t have to be re- 


forwarded to you. 


Payment: 
Student bills were sent from Middlebury College the middle of April and are payable in full upon 


receipt, and no later than June 1. Bills not paid on time will be assessed a late fee. Students admitted after June 
1 should make every effort to pay upon receipt of the bill prior to arriving. Should there be an error on your 
bill, please contact Susan Holcomb in the Bread Loaf office immediately. 





Loans: 
The financial aid office will notify you if you are eligible for a Stafford loan and/or a Perkins loan. 


Each loan that you agree to take will have a promissory note that needs to be signed and returned before the 
funds can be distributed. Money from the loans will first be applied to your bill; any remainder will be 
disbursed either at registration or during the summer, depending on when the loan gets finalized. Payments are 
received in two disbursements, after the money has been received by Middlebury College. Because delays can 
and do happen, please do not depend upon excess loan money to live on during the summer. 


Travel: 
Our contract with the University of North Carolina at Asheville names Tuesday, June 16, as the 


earliest time you can take up occupancy. Check-in begins at 9:00 a.m. All Bread Loaf students must leave the 
University of North Carolina at Asheville by 12:00 noon on Thursday, July 30. 


If you would like to get a preview of the campus, and additional directions to get there, please visit the 
UNCA website at http://www.unca.edu. 


Taxi service is not available on demand at the Asheville Regional Airport. However, it is possible to 
pre-arrange to meet a taxi there. For a list of on-demand taxis, please check out the following link: 
http://www .flyavl.com/component/option,com_docman/task,cat_view/gid,1 13/Itemid,374/ and click on the 
ground transportation document. You can reach Airport Ground Transportation at (828) 681 0051 (toll-free: 
[888] 288-9915) or make reservations online at http://www.ashevillelimousine.com . 


Alternatively, you might think of renting a car--although I am aware that this is a major budget item. I 
raise this possibility simply because there are many beautiful sites to visit within striking distance by car from 
Asheville. You should check out different companies to get the best deal for yourself. Even if you think you 
would like to rent a car just for a weekend, I would advise looking into fees and consider renting it for a week. 
(Sometimes renting a car for 3 or 4 days is more expensive than renting it for a week.) 


A couple of words to the wise, if you're thinking of renting a car. First, check with your insurance 
company, to see whether you are covered in a rental car; coverage is transferable on many policies, and so you 
can save the expensive car-rental insurance. Second, make advance reservations, choosing the size car you feel 
you'll need, and don't let the agent on the spot talk you up to a more expensive car--as some agents try to do.

Registration Day, Tuesday, June 16: 
Once at UNCA, you will need to check in with the Bread Loaf staff, who will be temporarily located 


in the west wing lobby of Governors Hall (our residence hall). There you will be greeted by Bread Loaf 
graduates Leigh Unterspan and Jim Miller, who will be the assistants to Bread Loaf director Tilly Warnock. 
They will direct you to your rooms and answer your questions.

Linens: 


UNCA uses a student ID called the One Card. This is a general purpose card that serves as an ID; you 
can also have money placed on it for use in the dining hall, some snack machines and other places around the 
campus. Pictures will be taken the first day so that you can use the One Card throughout your stay. For more 
information you can go to the following web site: http://www.unca.edu/onecard/ 


Many of you are living on campus and on the meal plan at UNCA; if you are living off-campus, we 
encourage you to take your lunches at UNCA, so that you will be fully a part of the on-campus community. 
Breakfast costs $5.62 lunch $6.67 and dinner $7.72. If you are living on campus you will simply present your 
One Card to get your meals. If not, then you can put money on your One Card to use in the dining hall or pay 
cash for meals. Breakfast will be served from 7:30 to 8:30, lunch from 11:30 to 1:00, and dinner from 5:30 to 
6:30. Please note that meal times could change because of campus needs. It is recommended that if you live off 
campus you put money on the One Card ahead of time, because if you pay cash instead of using the One Card 


you will be charged sales tax. 


Cars: 
At registration all students and faculty with cars (even if they are not staying on campus) will need to 


complete a Vehicle Registration Card and receive a decal. 


Rooms: 
There is a room reserved on campus for you if you requested it. If you have not turned in your housing 


form, please do so immediately. There is a $300 fee for any student moving off campus after May 1. At 
registration, you will be given a room key and an access card for the exterior door. There is a $25 fee for each 


that is lost or not returned. 


Bread Loaf students will be housed in the west wing of Governors Hall. Governors Hall houses 
students in single and double rooms arranged in suites. Residents of the suite share a bathroom. Governors 
Hall is located close to classroom buildings, the dining hall, the botanical gardens, the Health and Fitness 
Center, and other athletic facilities. Amenities include one microwave oven and one refrigerator in each room. 


Each residence hall room is furnished with beds, desks, chairs, chests of drawers, blinds, and closet 
space. Hot plates, coffee pots, and cooking equipment of all sorts are forbidden in the dormitories, as are 
candles, lit or unlit, and air conditioning units (the dormitory itself is air-conditioned). Students will be 
responsible for cleaning their own rooms. Vacuum cleaners will be provided by UNCA, but students will need 
to provide their own cleaning supplies. UNCA bans the use of halogen bulbs or lamps in the residence halls. 


Phones: 
The University is currently moving to VoIP, or Voice over Internet Protocol. There will no longer be 


phone service in the residence hall. Courtesy phones are available in the lobby of each residence hall. Long 
distance calls may be made from them with phone cards. In case of emergency, call the UNCA Campus Police 
at (828) 251-6710, and a message can then be delivered to the Bread Loaf staff. 


Washing Machines: 
Coin-operated washing machines and dryers are located on campus. The laundry rooms are open 24 


hours a day. 


Students living at UNCA will be provided weekly with linen (two towels, washcloth, one sheet set, a 
pillow, and a blanket). 


Guests: 
Your guests may not stay on campus, but there are many affordable motels and hotels in Asheville. 





Smoking: 
UNCA is a smoke-free environment. Academic areas, public spaces, hallways, lounges and residence 


halls are smoke-free. 


Pets: 
Pets are not allowed in the residence hall. 


Kitchens: 
There is a full-service kitchen located in Governors Hall available for resident student use. When 


using these facilities, please keep in mind UNCA’s guidelines: 


You must provide your own equipment (pots, pans, etc.) for use in the kitchens. Any items left 
unattended are assumed to be abandoned and will be discarded (without notice) by an appropriate staff 
member. After using the kitchen, it must be returned to its original state of cleanliness and working order 
before you leave. Any damage to the kitchen or kitchen area may result in disciplinary action and/or temporary 
closing of the kitchen. 


Books: 
You should definitely plan to bring your own course books with you. There is a bookstore on campus, 


but it will not be stocking Bread Loaf course books. You should also do absolutely as much of the reading 
ahead of time as possible, since your professors will want you to be ready to hit the ground running. 


Library: 
Ramsey University Library and the reference librarian services will be available to Bread Loaf 


students. Regular summer hours are M-Th 8am-9pm, F 8am-6pm, Sa closed, and Su lpm-9pm. 


Check Cashing: 
The Cashier will cash student checks for up to $25. There is an ATM in the Highsmith Student Union 


as well. 


Health Care: 
Health care must be covered by your own insurance. 


We have included a two-part medical form. The top part is important to help us help you with food 
allergies. The chefs will need this information prior to your arrival, and we ask that you return this as soon as 


possible. 


The second part asks about other medical conditions. We are asking that you fill out the second part, 
put it into a sealed envelope with your name on the outside of the envelope and return it to Elaine Lathrop. 
This envelope will be opened only should there be an emergency in which you are unable to respond and 
assisting medical personnel need some information. This information will be shredded at the end of the 


summer session. 


We have all heard, from time to time, the warning that avian or swine flu or other pandemic diseases 
are a possibility for our country, and indeed for the entire world. Middlebury College is being more proactive 
on this front than most other institutions of which I am aware. If such highly contagious diseases show signs of 
appearing and spreading, Middlebury College and Bread Loaf may shut down, because of the dangers of 
having large numbers of people collected in a limited space. Following the advice of Middlebury’s Health 
Center, I would recommend that you do what Middlebury College recommends to students, faculty, and staff 
at its campuses in Vermont: before you leave home, select two destinations (your home, a relative’s home, etc.) 
to which you might go in case of an emergency--two, in case one of the destinations is already afflicted with 
the flu If you are coming to Bread Loaf/North Carolina from outside the U.S., it should be possible for you to 
make arrangements to leave Bread Loaf with a U.S. student. I can add that the University of North Carolina 





system is right now making its own plans for procedures to follow in the event of an outbreak. I am not at all 
trying to be an alarmist; I think you will agree that it is better to show up with some such plans than to neglect 
the subject altogether. Let us hope that this will turn out to be a completely unnecessary paragraph. 


Athletic Facilities: 
The following facilities will be available for Bread Loaf students during regular summer operating 


hours (M-F 8am-7pm, Sa-Su 1pm-5pm): outdoor track, indoor pool, indoor track, racquetball and basketball 
courts and a weight room. There will be no charge for Bread Loaf students; however; students must show 


identification for admittance.

Computers: 
There will be two computers in Gov’s Hall for student use this year instead of the computer lab of the 


past. We therefore recommend that you bring a laptop if you have one. There are two computer labs that you 
will have access to in Karpen Hall. The Bread Loaf hours will be M-F 8am-lam and weekends from 8am- 
11pm. Students must supply their own paper for lab printers. Access to BreadNet and the Internet will be 
available from the computer labs. All student rooms have Ethernet access; if you have a laptop with either 
built-in Ethernet or an Ethernet card you can connect to the Internet from your room. You will need a Category 


5 (CAT 5) Ethernet cable to connect your laptop to the Ethernet network. 


If you wish to ship your own computer to UNCA, please see the earlier information under 


Correspondence for mailing and shipping. (Be sure to display your own name on the outside of the shipping 


box.) 


If you are bringing a computer to campus, we strongly recommend that you have a backup strategy in 
place for your important documents. This can include transferring your documents to a ‘flash’ or thumbnail 
drive, an external hard drive or the use of a system such as Google docs (http://docs.google.com). Regardless 
of your strategy, it is critical to have multiple copies of work you cannot afford to lose.

If I Were A Crumby Rich Man 


Tuesday night we kick off our new faculty 
lecture series at 7:00 in the Laurel Forum with 
Middlebury’s own Michael Katz, whose topic 
will be Dostoevsky and J.D. Salinger: Catcher in 
the (Russian) Rye. In Michael’s words, “It has 
been said that foreign readers find it easy to 
identify with Holden Caulfield: Russians in 
particular have fallen in love with the sensitive 
hero. The work has been rendered into Russian ` 
twice: once in 1960 and then again last year. A 
contributor to the online Live Journal declared 
that The Catcher in the Rye had clearly 
achieved classic status and deserves to be 
called ‘a fact of Russian culture.’ He contin- 
ued: ‘This novel [may] belong to American 
literature... but itis both yours and ours.’ 
Asked to identify his literary influences, J.D. 
Salinger, in perhaps the most revealing inter- 
view he ever granted (and one of his last be- 
fore falling silent), names Dostoevsky as one 
of his ‘loves.’ I will explore the enormous 
influence of Dostoevsky on Salinger's 
Catcher.” This event is not to be missed!

Faculty Series Continues Tuesday 
with Mary Floyd Wilson 


On Tuesday at 7:00, our faculty lec- 
tures series continues in Karpen 038 
with a lecture from UNC Chapel Hill’s 
Mary Floyd Wilson. 


Mary tells the Biscuit, “The title of the 
lecture is ‘Preternatural Passions: Action 
at a Distance in Arden of Faversham 
(1592).’ This lecture is taken from a 
chapter of a book I'm writing: Preter- 
natural Passions: Occult Mentalities 
and the Everyday in English Renais- 
sance Drama. Arden of Faversham is 
anonymous play (although some schol- 
ars claim Shakespeare may have had a 
hand in it) that tells the story of a 
woman, Alice Arden, who arranges to 
have her husband murdered. It's based 
on a true crime. In this talk, I'm arguing 
that the play's portrait of agency and 
emotion presupposes an enchanted 
world -- an aspect of the play that most 
scholars have overlooked.” 


This lecture is certainly one for Eliza- 
bethans, fans of the supernatural, and 
homicidal wives.

In the Kitchen with Diana 


The three B’s of culinary goodness! 


That is of course, butter, bacon and Bécha- 
mel. 


Do not let Bouchon’s simple presentation 
fool you: the food is unbelievably fantas- 
tic. The simple La Tomate Bouchon was 
delicious. On a bed of lettuce drizzled with 
a balsamic reduction was a sliced (locally 
grown) tomato. Between the layers was 
creamy goat cheese and chives. The finish- 
ing touch: a dash of sea salt to around out 
the flavor. The entrees: 1. The La Truite 
Aux Amandes: this perfectly cooked al- 
mond encrusted trout is swimming in but- 
ter, lemon and white wine. 2. The Le Cro- 
que Monsieur Frites, a simple ham and 
cheese sandwich with a béchamel sauce. It 
is served with French fries dusted in herbes 
de Provence and a dash of sea salt. If after 
the butter, cheese, and bread you are still 
hungry, I recommend the Crème Brulée 
Flight featuring four flavors (the rosemary 
is surprisingly delightful) or La Mousse au 
Chocolat. 


Are you looking for a great place for 
breakfast or lunch? You should head on 
over to West Asheville’s Sunny Point 
Café. I recommend the Breakfast Sand- 
wich. This cheesy omelet is stuffed with 
roasted tomatoes, chipotle aioli, and maple 
black pepper bacon. For lunch, try their 
B.L.A.T croissant sandwich. The smashed 
avocado adds a smooth nutty flavor to a 
classic B.L.T.

Dear Bread Loaf Faculty and Staff: 


The time for the opening of the 2009 Bread Loaf session at St. John's College in Santa Fe is rapidly 
approaching, and I am writing to give you some of the details you will need as you plan for your trip to New 
Mexico. The following is a link to St. John’s College http://conferenceservices.sjcsf.edu/cnfservbl.htm. 


Correspondence: 
Correspondents should send mail to you at the following address: (your name), Bread Loaf School of 


English, c/o St. John's College, 1160 Camino Cruz Blanca, Santa Fe NM 87505. 


For everyone’s convenience, if you will be having your mail at home forwarded to you at St. John's 
this summer, please arrange for the forwarding to cease around July 18, because St. John’s will not re-forward 
your mail to you. 


Payment: 
Student bills will be sent from Middlebury College late April and are payable in full upon receipt, and 


no later than June 1. Bills not paid on time will be assessed a late fee of $300. Students admitted after June 1 
should make every effort to pay upon receipt of the bill prior to arriving. Should there be an error on your bill, 
please contact Karen Browne in the Bread Loaf office immediately. 


Loans: 
The financial aid office will notify you if you are eligible for a Stafford loan and/or a Perkins loan. 


Each loan that you agree to take will have a promissory note that needs to be signed and returned before the 
funds can be distributed. Money from the loans will first be applied to your bill; any remainder will be 
disbursed either at registration or during the summer, depending on when the loan gets finalized. Payments are 
received in two disbursements, after the money has been received by Middlebury College. Because delays can 
and do happen, please do not plan to use excess loan money to live on during the summer. 


Travel: 
Our contract with St. John's College states Tuesday, June 9, as the earliest time you can take up 


occupancy. Check-in begins at 10:30 a.m. Students traveling long distances or who have difficulty getting 
flights into Albuquerque at a decent hour on Tuesday may arrive after 2:00 p.m. on Monday, June 8; if you 
plan to arrive early, you must first notify Karen Browne in the Bread Loaf office. (Bread Loaf will pay for this 
extra night for you and your first meal on campus is dinner.) All Bread Loaf students, upon the completion of 
their classes and class work, must depart St. John’s College by 4:00 p.m. on Wednesday, July 22, unless you 
are attending commencement; those students must depart by 10:00 a.m. on Thursday, July 23. 


If you are planning to arrive at St. John’s on Monday, June 8, please remember to send Karen Browne 
an e-mail (Karen_Browne@breadnet.middlebury.edu) by Friday, May 1, 2009. 





There are no maj or airline flights to Santa Fe itself, but United Express does service the small airport 
in Santa Fe. The vast majority of people flying in from out of state will be flying into Albuquerque, about 55 
miles south of Santa Fe. 


For travel to and from the Albuquerque airport, contact Sandia Shuttle (www.sandiashuttle.com) at 1- 
888-775-5696 (or locally in Santa Fe at 474-5696). Sandia Shuttle is frequently willing to drop guests directly 
at St. John's in addition to their regular stops. Another airport shuttle company is Santa Fe Shuttle 
(www.shuttlesantafe.com) at 1-888-833-2300. We recommend that you make advance reservations by calling 
the toll-free number or visiting the shuttle website. 


Alternatively, you might think of renting a car--although I am aware that this is a major budget item. I 
raise this possibility simply because there are so many stunning sites to visit, within striking distance by car 
from Santa Fe. You should check out different companies to get the best deal for yourself. Even if you think 
you would like to rent a car just for a weekend, I would advise looking into fees and consider renting it for a 
week. (Sometimes renting a car for 3 or 4 days is more expensive than renting it for a week.) There are many 
rental companies near the Albuquerque airport; there are fewer rental companies in Santa Fe. 


A couple of words to the wise, if you're thinking of renting a car. First, check with your insurance 
company, to see whether you are covered in a rental car; coverage is transferable on many policies, and so you 
can save the insurance that some rental companies rather disingenuously try to persuade the renter to buy. 
Second, make advance reservations, choosing the size car you feel you'll need, and don't let the agent on the 
spot talk you up to a more expensive car--as some agencies try to do. (I've even had agents insist that the 
"small engine" in the car I was renting just couldn't hack it in the higher altitude north of Albuquerque: this is 
not the case.) > 


If you are driving to St. John’s College, consult the St. John’s website’s special page for driving 
directions and transportation information at http://www.stjohnscollege.edu/about/SF/map.shtml.

Registration Day, Tuesday, June 9: 

Once at St. John's College, you will see a sign pointing to the Upper Common Room located next to 
Meem Dorm. Check-in begins at 10:30 a.m. There you will be greeted by Cheryl, Alfredo, and SuZanne, who 
will answer your questions. They will also direct you to your room and to the Bread Loaf office, located on the 


first floor of Anderson (102). 


If you are taking a shuttle, try to convince the driver to take you up to the Upper Common Room next 
to Meem. It is at the top of a steep incline, and a shuttle-ride to the top is much preferable to schlepping your 
luggage up the stairs. 


If you are living off-campus, you should nevertheless show up for registration where you will be 
required to fill out a form for contact information, since it is very likely that the office will want to contact you 
in the early days of the session. 


At registration, you will be given a room key and a meal card. There is a $25 fee for each key that is 
lost or not returned and a $10 fee to replace meal cards that are lost during the session. 


The school will open formally with a reception at 5:30 upstairs in the Junior Common Room at 
Peterson Student Center, followed by a welcome from on-site director Cheryl Glenn and dinner at 6:15. 





Rooms: 
There is a room reserved on campus for you unless you have notified us otherwise. If you have not 
turned in your housing form, please do so immediately. There is a $300 fee for any student moving off campus 


after May 1. 


Bread Loaf students will be housed in the upper dorm area. These dorms consist of two- and three- 
room doubles. Dormitory rooms are furnished with beds, desks, bookshelves, and built-in dressing units. The 
dorms have a shared bathroom on each of two floors, and some rooms may have balcony access. The upper 
dorm area is about a three to five minute walk from the Peterson Student Center. 


Hot plates, coffee pots, and cooking equipment of all sorts are forbidden in the dormitories. 


You might want to think of packing a reading lamp, since the lighting in some rooms is dim. Also 
consider bringing warm pajamas and maybe an extra blanket and towel. 


Phones: 
Each dorm room is equipped with a phone. Students will receive the telephone number for the phone 


in their room upon arrival. We encourage you to give this number to those who may call during your stay. To 
make a local call, dial 8 first. A calling card is necessary to place long distance calls. Voice mail is not 
available on these phones. Should your family or friends need to contact you in an emergency, they should call 
the Bread Loaf Office at (505) 995-4084 or the Conference Services Office at St. John's at (505) 984-6024; a 
message will then will be delivered to the Bread Loaf staff . If you would like to get a sneak preview of the 
campus, and additional directions to get there, visit the St. John's website at 
http://www.stjohnscollege.edu/about/SF/map.shtml; this includes a Bread Loaf link. 


Washing Machines: 
Coin-operated washing machines and dryers are located on campus. The laundry rooms are open from 


6:30 a.m. to midnight. 


Linens: 
Students living at St. John's will be provided weekly with linen (one towel, washcloth, two sheets, and 


pillowcase). If you require more than one towel, please pack an extra. 


Books: 
You should definitely plan to bring your own course books with you. There is a bookstore on campus, 


but it will not be stocking course books. You should also do absolutely as much of the reading ahead of time as 
possible, since your professors will want you to be ready to hit the ground running. 


Library: 

The St. John's library is a very pleasant place to work. The collection there is small, but we have had 
extraordinary cooperation from the librarians at Middlebury, who are shipping to St. John’s all the books that 
the Bread Loaf professors have requested for their reserve lists. Bread Loaf students will also have access to 
JStore online. 

Due to re-carpeting, the library will. be closed May 26 through June 9, 2009. The Lobby area will 
open June 10-12, and regular hours will resume Monday June 15, 2009. 


ATMs: 
The college has a Wells Fargo ATM in Peterson Student Center located next to the vending machines 


near the entrance to the dining hall. Needless to say, there are multiple ATMs in Santa Fe itself. 


Health Care: 
Health care will not be available at St. John's. However, St. Vincent’s Hospital is only five minutes 


away. You should definitely bring and have with you at all times your own insurance ID card. 





We have included a two-part medical form. The top part helps us help you with food allergies. Dining 
Service will need this information prior to your arrival, and we ask that you return this as soon as possible. 


The second part asks about other medical conditions. We are asking that you fill out the second part, 
put it into the sealed envelope enclosed with your name on the outside of the envelope and return it to Karen 
Browne. This envelope will be opened only should there be an emergency in which you are unable to respond, 
and assisting medical personnel need some information. This information will be shredded at the end of the 
summer session. Please return the health card to the Bread Loaf office by Monday, May 4. 


Student Activity Center: 

St. John's athletic facilities includes a weight room, two racquetball or squash courts, a large 
gymnasium, and locker rooms. The Weight room currently has rowing and elliptical machines, treadmills, 
bicycles, and Stairmasters. Along with weight machines, free weights, stretching balls, and free weights. For 
less strenuous activities, there are foosball, air-hockey, pool, and table tennis tables in the hall. 


Weather/Clothing: 
The most frequent misconception I come across about northern New Mexico is the idea that since this 


is the Southwest, it's very, very hot. But northern New Mexico is quite different geographically and 
climatically from, say, Phoenix (which is very, very hot). Much of northern New Mexico is more than 6,000 
feet above sea level, and this altitude has several effects. First, especially during the initial days, if you exercise 
strenuously, your lungs will let you know that you are at 7,000+ feet, with considerably thinner air. You will 
find, however, that you will acclimate fairly quickly to this change in altitude. Second, the thinner air does 
cause some people to sunburn more easily, and local experts advise wearing hats if you're out for long periods 
of time. Third, although in these Greenhouse Effect days every place can be hot (and, although it's not 
Phoenix, northern New Mexico can definitely have its very hot days), northern New Mexico can be cool, even 
in the summer. Here's a description of the weather (quoted from Frommer's Santa Fe, Taos, and Albuquerque, 
a guide as useful as any other I've seen): "Santa Fe is consistently 10 degrees cooler than the nearby desert but 
gets the same sunny skies, averaging more than 300 days of sunshine out of 365. Midsummer (July-August) 
days are dry and sunny (around 80 degrees), with brief afternoon thunderstorms common; evenings are 
typically in the upper 50s." So the common-sense advice is: bring summer clothes for warm, even hot weather, 
but also bring some light wraps (especially, for example, if you plan to attend the Santa Fe Opera or other 
evening events). 


Guests: 
Your guests may not stay on campus, but there are many affordable motels and hotels in Santa Fe. 


Smoking: 
Smoking is not permitted inside any buildings, including dormitories. Fire danger is extremely high, 
since you are in high-desert country. If you smoke outside, please carefully dispose of your cigarettes in the 


ash buckets located throughout campus. 


Pets: 
Pets are not allowed on campus. 


Meals: 
The first meal at St. John's will be dinner at 6:15 on June 9, after the opening gathering. Most of you 


are living on campus and on the meal plan at St. John's; if you are living off-campus, we encourage you to take 
your lunches at St. John's, so that you will be fully a part of the on-campus community; meal tickets can be 
purchased at St. John's. Breakfast costs $6.75; lunch, dinner, and Sunday brunch are $7.75. Breakfast will be 
served from 7:30 to 9:30, lunch from 11:45 to 1:30, and dinner from 5:00 to 6:30. Sunday brunch is from 
10:30 to 1:30 p.m. for $8.75. i 





Computers: 
There will be a modest number of computers available for use by students. As of now, we believe that 


the computer center will be equipped with 12 to 15 Dell laptops, with MS Word and Netscape for Internet 
access. The Macintosh lab will have 3 to 5 Macintoshes and a networked laser printer. Access to BreadNet and 
the Internet will be available from the computer labs. All student rooms have Ethernet access; if you have a 
laptop with either built-in Ethernet or an Ethernet card you can connect to the Internet from your room. You 
will need a Category 5 (CAT 5) Ethernet cable to connect your laptop to the Ethernet network. 


If you are bringing a computer to campus, we strongly recommend that you have a backup strategy in 
place for your important documents. This can include transferring your documents to a 'flash' or thumbnail 
drive, an external hard drive or the use of a system such as Google docs (http://docs.google.com). Regardless 
of your strategy, it is critical to have multiple copies of work you cannot afford to lose. 


St. John’s has wireless access in Peterson Student Center along with various other locations on 
campus. Information about how to access this will be in your welcome letters when you arrive. 


If you wish to ship your own computer to St. John's, please see the earlier information under 
Correspondence for mailing and shipping. (Be sure to display your own name on the outside of the shipping 


box.) 


The Robert Haiduke Poetry Contest 

The Robert Haiduke Poetry Contest was established many years ago as an opportunity for Bread Loaf 
students to obtain recognition for their original poetry. It is a multi-campus competition with one deadline for 
submission. The winner(s) will receive a cash prize and the winning poems will be published and distributed at 
all Bread Loaf campuses and published on the Bread Loaf website. Details of this contest will be distributed at 
the beginning of the Bread Loaf session. Please note that by entering the contest you give permission for your 


poems to be printed and distributed. There will be a substantial cash award. 


The Freeman Fiction Prize 
The Jon and Rebecca Freeman Fiction Prize is new in the summer of 2008. Bread Loaf is seeking 


fiction entries from current students in a multi-campus competition. Each campus will have a submission 
deadline of the first Monday of the session. In New Mexico, the deadline is Monday, June 15. Each student 
may make one submission of no more than 10 double-spaced pages, ideally a self-contained piece of writing. 
Please use one-inch margins and a font size no smaller than 10. Please note that by entering the contest you 
give permission for your fiction to be printed and distributed. There will be a cash award.

I would also recommend the galleries in Santa Fe, both those showing contemporary art and those 
showing Native American pottery, weavings, baskets, etc., mainly of the nineteenth and early twentieth 
centuries. These galleries are bunched in two locations: around the Plaza and along Canyon Road. 





Santa Fe is a great restaurant city. Ask Claire, the assistants, or faculty members and students who 
have been in New Mexico before for recommendations. 


If you're interested in taking trips to other destinations (and I strongly urge you to do so), there are 
various options--far more than I can list here. Nevertheless, let me name a few. A very nice day-trip could take 
you north of Santa Fe, through the Hispanic town of Chimayo, with its beautiful (and fabled) early-nineteenth- 
century church (and the Rancho de Chimayo, a great place to stop for lunch), and then on to Taos, Ranchos de 
Taos (with its own splendid church, almost certainly the subject of more paintings and photographs than any 
other church in America), and Taos Pueblo. Albuquerque, 55 miles south of Santa Fe, has far more attractions 
than you could cover in a single day; a special attraction is Old Town. If you're interested in longer 
expeditions, perhaps over a weekend, then think of going to Acoma Pueblo, west of Albuquerque. You might 
consider visiting the two most spectacular archaeological sites in this part of the world, Mesa Verde and 
Pueblo Bonito in Chaco Canyon. And if you really want to hit the highway, it's possible to go to astonishing 
Canyon de Chelly (my own candidate for the most beautiful place in the Southwest), the Hopi Pueblos in 
Arizona, or even the Grand Canyon. (You should read all this advice in the context of Lucy's profound 
conviction that I always try to see too much in too short a time.) 


For more detailed advice about trips, long or short, speak with the Bread Loaf office staff, or Bread 
Loaf students and faculty who have been in New Mexico before. I, for that matter (a great lover of the 
Southwest), would be happy to answer what questions I can (jim_maddox@pbreadnet.middlebury.edu). 


Santa Fe is also famous for its Opera and for its Chamber Music Festival. If you are interested in 
attending any of these performances, I would advise calling or writing to make reservations; tickets to both are 
in high demand. 


I will simply curtail my descriptions at this point; so that this letter doesn't get impossibly long (I 
recognize in myself the tendency to go on talking about New Mexico until my friends’ eyes glaze over). 


A Final Word of Precaution: 

We have all heard, from time to time, the warning that avian or swine flu or other pandemic 
diseases are a possibility for our country, and indeed for the entire world. Middlebury College is being 
more proactive on this front than most other institutions of which I am aware. If such highly contagious 
diseases show signs of appearing and spreading, Middlebury College and Bread Loaf may shut down, 
because of the dangers of having large numbers of people collected in a limited space. Following the 
advice of Middlebury’s Health Center, I urge all students, faculty, and staff to come to Bread Loaf with 
contingency plans for going to one of two destinations (your home, a relative’s home, etc.) should 
developments warrant--two, since the illness may already be present in your first-choice destination. If 
you are coming to Bread Loaf from outside the U.S., it should be possible for you to make arrangements 
to leave Bread Loaf with a U.S. student. I am not at all trying to be an alarmist; I think you will agree that 
it is better to show up with some such plans than to neglect the subject altogether. Let us hope that this 
will turn out to be a completely unnecessary paragraph.

For everyone’s convenience, if you will be having your mail at home forwarded to you at St. John's 
this summer, please arrange for the forwarding to cease around July 18, because St. John’s will not re-forward 
your mail to you. 


Payment: 

Student bills will be sent from Middlebury College late April and are payable in full upon receipt, and 
no later than June 1. Bills not paid on time will be assessed a late fee of $300. Students admitted after June 1 
should make every effort to pay upon receipt of the bill prior to arriving. Should there be an error on your bill, 
please contact Karen Browne in the Bread Loaf office immediately. 


Loans: 


The financial aid office will notify you if you are eligible for a Stafford loan and/or a Perkins loan. 
Each loan that you agree to take will have a promissory note that needs to be signed and returned before the 
funds can be distributed. Money from the loans will first be applied to your bill; any remainder will be 
disbursed either at registration or during the summer, depending on when the loan gets finalized. Payments are 
received in two disbursements, after the money has been received by Middlebury College. Because delays can 
and do happen, please do not plan to use excess loan money to live on during the summer. 


Travel: 
Our contract with St. John's College states Tuesday, June 9, as the earliest time you can take up 


occupancy. Check-in begins at 10:30 a.m. Students traveling long distances or who have difficulty getting 
flights into Albuquerque at a decent hour on Tuesday may arrive after 2:00 p.m. on Monday, June 8; if you 
plan to arrive early, you must first notify Karen Browne in the Bread Loaf office. (Bread Loaf will pay for this 
extra night for you and your first meal on campus is dinner.) All Bread Loaf students, upon the completion of 
their classes and class work, must depart St. John’s College by 4:00 p.m. on Wednesday, July 22, unless you 
are attending commencement; those students must depart by 10:00 a.m. on Thursday, July 23. 


If you are planning to arrive at St. John’s on Monday, June 8, please remember to send Karen Browne 
an e-mail (Karen_Browne@breadnet.middlebury.edu) by Friday, May 1, 2009. 





There are no major airline flights to Santa Fe itself, but United Express does service the small airport 
in Santa Fe. The vast majority of people flying in from out of state will be flying into Albuquerque, about 55 
miles south of Santa Fe. 


For travel to and from the Albuquerque airport, contact Sandia Shuttle (www.sandiashuttle.com) at 1- 
888-775-5696 (or locally in Santa Fe at 474-5696). Sandia Shuttle is frequently willing to drop guests directly 
at St. John's in addition to their regular stops. Another airport shuttle company is Santa Fe Shuttle 
(www.shuttlesantafe.com) at 1-888-833-2300. We recommend that you make advance reservations by calling 
the toll-free number or visiting the shuttle website. 


Alternatively, you might think of renting a car--although I am aware that this is a major budget item. I 
raise this possibility simply because there are so many stunning sites to visit, within striking distance by car 
from Santa Fe. You should check out different companies to get the best deal for yourself. Even if you think 
you would like to rent a car just for a weekend, I would advise looking into fees and consider renting it for a 
week. (Sometimes renting a car for 3 or 4 days is more expensive than renting it for a week.) There are many 
rental companies near the Albuquerque airport; there are fewer rental companies in Santa Fe. 


A couple of words to the wise, if you're thinking of renting a car. First, check with your insurance 
company, to see whether you are covered in a rental car; coverage is transferable on many policies, and so you 
can save the insurance that some rental companies rather disingenuously try to persuade the renter to buy. 
Second, make advance reservations, choosing the size car you feel you'll need, and don't let the agent on the 
spot talk you up to a more expensive car--as some agencies try to do. (I've even had agents insist that the 
"small engine" in the car I was renting just couldn't hack it in the higher altitude north of Albuquerque: this is 
not the case.)

Registration Day, Tuesday, June 9:

Washing Machines:

Books: 
You should definitely plan to bring your own course books with you. There is a bookstore on campus, 


but it will not be stocking course books. You should also do absolutely as much of the reading ahead of time as 
possible, since your professors will want you to be ready to hit the ground running. 


Library: 
The St. John's library is a very pleasant place to work. The collection there is small, but we have had 
extraordinary cooperation from the librarians at Middlebury, who are shipping to St. John’s all the books that 
the Bread Loaf professors have requested for their reserve lists. Bread Loaf students will also have access to 
JStore online. 

Due to re-carpeting, the library will be closed May 26 through June 9, 2009. The Lobby area will 
open June 10-12, and regular hours will resume Monday June 15, 2009. 


ATMs: 
The college has a Wells Fargo ATM in Peterson Student Center located next to the vending machines 


near the entrance to the dining hall. Needless to say, there are multiple ATMs in Santa Fe itself. 


Health Care: 
Health care will not be available at St. John's. However, St. Vincent’s Hospital is only five minutes 


away. You should definitely bring and have with you at all times your own insurance ID card. 





We have included a two-part medical form. The top part helps us help you with food allergies. Dining 
Service will need this information prior to your arrival, and we ask that you return this as soon as possible. 


The second part asks about other medical conditions. We are asking that you fill out the second part, 
put it into the sealed envelope enclosed with your name on the outside of the envelope and return it to Karen 
Browne. This envelope will be opened only should there be an emergency in which you are unable to respond, 
and assisting medical personnel need some information. This information will be shredded at the end of the 
summer session. Please return the health card to the Bread Loaf office by Monday, May 4. 


Student Activity Center: 

St. John's athletic facilities includes a weight room, two racquetball or squash courts, a large 
gymnasium, and locker rooms. The Weight room currently has rowing and elliptical machines, treadmills, 
bicycles, and Stairmasters. Along with weight machines, free weights, stretching balls, and free weights. For 
less strenuous activities, there are foosball, air-hockey, pool, and table tennis tables in the hall. 


Weather/Clothing: 

The most frequent misconception I come across about northern New Mexico is the idea that since this 
is the Southwest, it's very, very hot. But northern New Mexico is quite different geographically and 
climatically from, say, Phoenix (which is very, very hot). Much of northern New Mexico is more than 6,000 
feet above sea level, and this altitude has several effects. First, especially during the initial days, if you exercise 
strenuously, your lungs will let you know that you are at 7,000+ feet, with considerably thinner air. You will 
find, however, that you will acclimate fairly quickly to this change in altitude. Second, the thinner air does 
cause some people to sunburn more easily, and local experts advise wearing hats if you're out for long periods 
of time. Third, although in these Greenhouse Effect days every place can be hot (and, although it's not 
Phoenix, northern New Mexico can definitely have its very hot days), northern New Mexico can be cool, even 
in the summer. Here's a description of the weather (quoted from Frommer's Santa Fe, Taos, and Albuquerque, 
a guide as useful as any other I've seen): "Santa Fe is consistently 10 degrees cooler than the nearby desert but 
gets the same sunny skies, averaging more than 300 days of sunshine out of 365. Midsummer (July-August) 
days are dry and sunny (around 80 degrees), with brief afternoon thunderstorms common; evenings are 
typically in the upper 50s." So the common-sense advice is: bring summer clothes for warm, even hot weather, 
but also bring some light wraps (especially, for example, if you plan to attend the Santa Fe Opera or other 
evening events). 


Guests: 
Your guests may not stay on campus, but there are many affordable motels and hotels in Santa Fe. 


Smoking: 

Smoking is not permitted inside any buildings, including dormitories. Fire danger is extremely high, 
since you are in high-desert country. If you smoke outside, please carefully dispose of your cigarettes in the 
ash buckets located throughout campus. 


Pets: 
Pets are not allowed on campus. 


Meals: 

The first meal at St. John's will be dinner at 6:15 on June 9, after the opening gathering. Most of you 
are living on campus and on the meal plan at St. John's; if you are living off-campus, we encourage you to take 
your lunches at St. John's, so that you will be fully a part of the on-campus community; meal tickets can be 
purchased at St. John's. Breakfast costs $6.75; lunch, dinner, and Sunday brunch are $7.75. Breakfast will be 
served from 7:30 to 9:30, lunch from 11:45 to 1:30, and dinner from 5:00 to 6:30. Sunday brunch is from 
10:30 to 1:30 p.m. for $8.75. 





Computers: 

There will be a modest number of computers available for use by students. As of now, we believe that 
the computer center will be equipped with 12 to 15 Dell laptops, with MS Word and Netscape for Internet 
access. The Macintosh lab will have 3 to 5 Macintoshes and a networked laser printer. Access to BreadNet and 
the Internet will be available from the computer labs. All student rooms have Ethernet access; if you have a 
laptop with either built-in Ethernet or an Ethernet card you can connect to the Internet from your room. You 
will need a Category 5 (CAT 5) Ethernet cable to connect your laptop to the Ethernet network. 


If you are bringing a computer to campus, we strongly recommend that you have a backup strategy in 
place for your important documents. This can include transferring your documents to a 'flash' or thumbnail 
drive, an external hard drive or the use of a system such as Google docs (http://docs.google.com). Regardless 
of your strategy, it is critical to have multiple copies of work you cannot afford to lose. 


St. John’s has wireless access in Peterson Student Center along with various other locations on 
campus.

Dear Bread Loaf Student at Lincoln College: 


I am sending along the final set of details for your trip to Oxford. I hope that this information will make your 
trip easier and your arrival at Lincoln College pleasant. As this letter is chock full of details, I would suggest 
you take it with you to Oxford to use as a reference. 


There are several important, specific instructions in this letter, so please read it carefully, and at your earliest 
convenience. There are also several enclosures for you to glance over, respond to, and digest before the 
summer begins. 


In some of the following information, the phrasing assumes that you will be in Lincoln College's lodgings, 
right at the College. We don't mean to ignore the Bread Loaf students living with their families in off-campus 
accommodations. (Off-campus residents should be sure to check the Bread Loaf message board at Lincoln for 
daily announcements and messages--including telephone messages.) 


Payment 

Student bills were sent from Middlebury College to you in mid-April and are payable in full upon receipt, and 
no later than June 1. Students in the “Shakespeare: On the Page and on the Stage” course have an additional 
$750 fee to cover play tickets and transportation; this charge was included in your bill. Bills not paid by the 
deadline given by Middlebury College will be assessed a late fee. If your bill is not correct, please contact 
Judy Jessup in the Bread Loaf office. 


Loans 
Students should be in touch with the financial aid office if interested in a Stafford loan and/or a Perkins loan. 


Money from the loans will first be applied to your bill; any remainder will be disbursed either at registration or 
during the summer, depending on when the loan gets finalized. Payments are received in two disbursements, 
after the money has been received by Middlebury College. Because delays can and do happen, please do not 
plan to use excess loan money to live on during the summer. 


Banking/Credit Cards/Traveler’s Checks 

Although traveler’s checks are less important than they used to be because of the greater availability of ATMs 
in Oxford (see below), it is probably wise to take a small amount of money in traveler’s checks (American 
Express, Barclay, Visa) in pounds; banks usually charge 3% of the total amount changed with a minimum of 
£2 for an international exchange transaction. If this transaction fee is not of concern to you, traveler's checks 
in dollars are fine. (Traveler's checks in pounds eliminate the uncertainty of currency fluctuations; the dollar 
may rise or fall in value, relative to the pound, while you are in Oxford.) Increasingly, it is the case that your 
ATM card, Visa card, and MasterCard can be used in ATMs in Oxford, often with favorable exchange rates. 
You will want to check with your issuing bank for details. 


The most widely accepted American credit cards in the United Kingdom are Visa and MasterCard. 





Be sure to convert enough money into British currency at the airport (at the very latest) to cover your bus or 
train ticket to Oxford (see below for approximate prices) and to get you through the first day or two. 


There isn't time sufficient to open summer checking accounts at Oxford; even a certified cashier's check will 
take two weeks to clear. Personal checks (yours, or those made out to you) are uncashable. You should 
probably plan on about $1,200, or the equivalent in pounds, for spending money while at Lincoln. Seniors will 
also encounter some graduation-week extras including, but not limited to, a senior gift, payment of guest meals 
for family and friends at the commencement banquet, and the rental of the hoods and robes (approximately £8) 
that are a part of the graduation ceremony. 


The Bread Loaf Office at Lincoln College is unable to accept credit cards. Any fees that need to be paid (guest 
meals, play tickets, etc.) will be in pounds, not US dollars. 


Travel 

You must carry with you a copy of your acceptance letter as proof that you are accepted into the Bread Loaf 
School of English. Customs will usually require you to produce proof that you are attending an academic 
program. 


Following are the instructions for arrival at Heathrow Airport (commercial flights: Concourse C): 


1. Go through Immigration; present passport; you will be asked to explain the nature and length of your stay. 
2. Collect luggage downstairs. 
3. If you have nothing to declare (hardly anyone ever does), go through Customs exit, green aisle. 


4. If you still have no British currency, get dollars converted to pounds at the Barclay's Exchange, near the 
Customs exit. There are “cash points” (UK phrase for “ATMs”) located in the area immediately outside the 
Customs exit. 


5. You can take a direct bus (“coach”) to Oxford from Heathrow and Gatwick (X70). This is by far the best 
way to reach Oxford from either airport. There is frequent service, and it's significantly cheaper than other 
means of transportation. After exiting Customs, follow the signs to “Central Coach Terminal” (you will have 
to follow a maze of underground walkways, and then take a “lift” [aka “elevator”] to the ground level; it is 
very clearly signed. The Oxford coaches (X70; every 30 minutes) always leave from bay number 14, outside 
the main coach station. 


6. Take the bus to the terminal at Gloucester Green — this is the last stop (the bus stops at several other places 
on the outskirts of Oxford before Gloucester Green). It's about a ten-minute walk from there to Lincoln 
College, but if you're loaded down and weary you may wish to take a taxi (tip 10%). If you are walking, 
Lincoln College is located on Turl Street, between Broad and High Streets. From Gloucester Green 
(Gloucester Street) take a left to George Street. In about a block George Street will turn into Broad Street. 
Walk one block on Broad and turn right on Turl. You will pass Ship Street and Market Street on your right; the 
entrance to Lincoln College will be on your left. (It is also possible to disembark from the bus at Queen’s 
College and walk up the High Street to Turl Street, take a right on the Turl, and arrive at Lincoln College, on 
your right. But we are inclined to recommend this advice only to those of you already familiar with Oxford.) 


Bus tickets 
The website address of the bus company is: http://www.oxfordbus.co.uk/ 


A period return ticket is a better deal than two one-way tickets or a round-trip ticket and will get you back to 
the airport at the end of the session. Be sure to specify a period return ticket, good for three months, and not a 





return ticket, which is good for 24 hours. The driver will want to be paid in cash when you get on. Luggage 
allowance is two suitcases per person in the hold and a small piece of hand luggage inside the coach. When the 
porter loads your luggage at the airport you will need to tell him that you want to get off at Gloucester Green 
(so that he puts your bags in the right place). 


Train Travel 
You can buy a British Rail (Air-Rail link) ticket to Oxford at the window next to Barclay's. The prices are 


high: £58.60 from Heathrow; £62.20 from Gatwick during peak and £35.30 during off-peak. (Prices quoted are 
approximate; we have not been able to confirm prices for 2009.) Follow coach signs outside and get the Brit 
Rail coach (bus) direct to Reading Station. Board the express train to Oxford. Outside Oxford station, get a 
taxi to Lincoln College (tip 10%). Peter McCullough at Lincoln College adds the following comment: The 
train is not recommended from the airports — it is not only more expensive, but requires transferring (and 
waiting!) at Reading Station. 


And here are the Instructions for arrival at Gatwick Airport: After you go through Immigration and pick up 
your luggage, you can get to Oxford by bus (a 2-hour trip) or a bus-train link. There are two direct trains per 
day via Reading. There are many more trains with a change at Reading. You can get a convenient direct bus to 
Gloucester Green, Oxford, a ten-minute walk or short taxi ride to Lincoln. There is also a train from Gatwick 
to Victoria Station, London. At Victoria Station, take the Circle Line Underground (subway) west to 
Paddington Station. Get an express to Oxford (1 hour). Or you can catch the X190 bus from Victoria Coach 
Station to Oxford. Take the bus to the terminal at Gloucester Green. It's about a ten-minute walk from there to 
Lincoln College, but if you're loaded down and weary you may wish to take a taxi (tip 10%). If you decide to 
walk, see the directions above. 


Arriving at Lincoln College 
When you arrive at the main entrance to Lincoln (the Porter's Lodge), give your name to the Porter, who will 


give you your room assignment and/or directions to the family housing units. You will be met by a Bread Loaf 
Green Ribbon Greeter. After you deposit your luggage in your room, you should stop by the Bread Loaf office 
to check in (formal registration will be on Tuesday). 


Jet lag 
If you are unfamiliar with this monster, here's some advice. If you arrive at Oxford during the day, you may, 


after you have settled in, permit yourself (if necessary) a nap of no longer than an hour or two. Even though 
you may be sleepy, you should at all costs avoid a prolonged sleep before Oxford night time. Keep telling 
yourself, "This, too, shall pass." When you wake up, carry on according to Oxford time (have a meal at the 
Oxford dinner hour, go to sleep at your normal bedtime according to the local clock). Many people have found 
that avoiding alcohol and caffeine and drinking plenty of water during the flight will make the adjustment 
easier. 


Rooms at Lincoln 
Your room at Lincoln will be ready on Monday, June 29, 2009. Rooms in College are en suite--i.e. there is a 


toilet, shower and wash basin within the room. However, some rooms are outside the old College’s main site 
(but still very much part of the College) and some Bread Loaf students will be lodged there since it is not 
possible to accommodate all Bread Loaf students on the old site. These accommodations are in Lincoln House, 
directly across the Turl (Turl Street), where there are shared bathrooms in some entries. As a minimum, all 
bedrooms have wash basins with hot water. In both locations, the staircases can be long, steep, and narrow, 
and we suggest that you bring luggage that will not be too heavy to handle. You should not expect Green 
Ribbon Greeters to carry luggage as they are there to act as guides. Radios or stereos will not be allowed in the 


Lincoln College rooms. - 





Early Arrivals 
Early arrivals can be accommodated in the College’s Mitre B&B in Turl Street. There is a charge; for rates and 
reservations, email: steward@lincoln.ox.ac.uk. A list of local Guest Houses is included with this letter. 


In my March informational letter, I requested that you return your travel itinerary by May 1. If you haven’t 
done so, please send it immediately. 


Security 

The peace and quiet inside the walls of Lincoln can beguile you into forgetting that Oxford is a big, busy 
modern city. There is always the possibility of theft, and in past years items have been stolen from the rooms 
of Bread Loaf students. These thefts have occurred with special frequency in the first days of the Bread Loaf 
session, as if the culprits take advantage of the fact that there are new faces in Lincoln College; they seem to 
surmise that the Lincoln staff will mistake them for members of the Bread Loaf community. Over the past 
couple of years, Lincoln College has greatly improved its security measures; nevertheless, do keep your room 
locked at all times, and be especially vigilant in the first week or so. If you live on the ground floor, or if your 
window looks out onto an accessible ledge, be sure to lock your window when you leave your room. (If you 
lock your key inside your room, there is a spare at the Porter’s Lodge.) There is a safe in the Bread Loaf office, 
and the staff is happy to store small valuables and passports for you (the American Embassy in London warns 
that you should not carry your passport with you unless you have a specific need for it). 


Though the streets of Oxford are perfectly safe during the day, in past years some students have been harassed 
when walking alone late at night. If you’1l be walking about long after the pubs close, try to go with a 
companion. 


Meals/Meal Plans 
The first meal served will be lunch (1:00 pm) on Monday, June 29. All meals will be served in Hall at the 
following times: 


Breakfast 8:00 a.m. 
Breakfast on Sunday 8:45 a.m. 
Lunch 1:00 p.m. 
Dinner 7:00 p.m. 
Dinner Saturday & Sunday 6:30 p.m. 


If you are on a special diet, please bring your identification card with you to every meal. 


You will be expected to sign up (at Oxford) for one of the regular meal plans (meat, vegetarian, or fish and 
fowl). The meal plan is not flexible and you may not change your preference based on what is being served, so 
choose carefully. The chefs will prepare only the required amount of servings for each meal plan. Students 
with food allergies need to notify Judy Jessup in the Bread Loaf office immediately so that appropriate 
arrangements can be made with Lincoln College to accommodate your needs. 


Coffee and tea are served after lunch and dinner in the Junior Common Room (JCR), across from the Bread 
Loaf office in the Chapel Quad. 


Going to miss a meal? 

Every morning a sign-out sheet for lunch and dinner will be posted on the bulletin board. If you are planning 
to miss a meal, you must sign out for that meal by 9:00 a.m. on the day in question, and by Thursday for the 
weekend. The kitchen needs a fairly accurate head count for meals; otherwise food is wasted or there is not 
enough. Bread Loaf must settle weekly accounts with Lincoln based on attendance at meals. Please make 
signing out for meals a priority. 





Green Ribbon Greeter 

If you have been to the Oxford campus before and would like to be a “Green Ribbon Greeter” and help fellow 
students find their way around, please contact Judy Jessup. Green Ribbon Greeters are stationed at the Porter’s 
Lodge to help escort students to their staircases and rooms; once the luggage has been put in the room, they 
bring the student to the Bread Loaf office for check-in. With enough volunteers, we can keep shifts relatively 
short. If you remember arriving at Lincoln your first time, disoriented and just a bit frazzled, please consider 
volunteering to assist your fellow Bread Loaf students arriving in a similar state. 


Bread Loaf Office 

The Bread Loaf office on the ground floor of Staircase VIII, Chapel Quad, will be open all day on Monday, 
June 29 and Tuesday, June 30. The on-site director, John Fyler, and the office assistants, Mary Burnham and 
Joan Altman, will be in the office both days, to welcome you to Oxford, answer any questions, and help you 
adjust, academically and socially. Do stop by the office after you arrive to let the staff know you have moved 
in. Registration takes place on Tuesday; at registration you will learn when and where your first seminar will 
meet and pick up a map of Oxford and other important forms and information. 


Bodleian Library 

A member of the Oxford staff will take you on Tuesday, June 30 or (depending on numbers and for any 
latecomers) Wednesday, July 1 to the Bodleian Library to register and receive your Bodleian ID card. You will 
need your passport for identification. As mentioned in my March letter, the Bodleian requires passport-sized 
photographs for identification cards, which should have been turned in to the Bread Loaf office by May 1 
along with the accompanying form. If you haven't sent them to the Bread Loaf office, please do so 
immediately. Please note that a failure to provide us with the photos will result in a delay in your getting your 
card; this could have a serious impact upon your class work. 


Welcoming Activities 

There will be a mandatory introductory meeting on Tuesday, June 30 at 6:00 in the Oakeshott Room followed 
by a reception at 6:30 in Grove Quad and dinner at 7:15. This will be the first formal or “high table” dinner, 
attended by faculty and by officers of Lincoln College, and will mark the formal opening of the session. Not to 


be missed. 


Course Preparation 

In those classes run according to the Oxford tutorial system, students may be expected to read their papers 
before their seminar group or in tutorial. (Some classes are run Oxford-style, some American, some in a 
combination of both.) The most important thing is to have read the primary texts assigned for your course in 
the Bread Loaf catalogue. This is crucial, since substantial secondary reading will also be assigned throughout 


the session. 


Mail 
Mail arrives once a day, and is distributed in the Dining Hall at lunch. After lunch, the mail will be picked up 
and taken to the Bread Loaf office where it can be picked up during office hours. 


The Porters will weigh letters and sell postage if they’re not too busy. There is only one post office, which is 
located in the center of Oxford, down St. Aldates Street.

Telephone 

The main phone at the Porter's Lodge of Lincoln College can be direct-dialed from the States: 011-44-1865- 
279800. If necessary, the Porter will take an incoming message and leave it on the Bread Loaf bulletin board 
outside the Porter's Lodge, which is the center for all communications at the College. The Porter’s Lodge is 
staffed to answer phones around the clock, but please alert potential callers to the fact that Oxford time is five 
hours later than U.S. East Coast time, so it may be several hours before you pick up your messages. Should 
you need to arrange to receive international calls between 1:30 and 2:30 p.m., Oxford time, the Bread Loaf 
office phone at Lincoln is: 011-44-1865-279819. 


Lincoln College’s IT director, Mike White, gives us this useful information about telephones: 


“About half of the College rooms have telephones. If you would like to use these phones you are welcome to 
do so; pre-paid University 0800 cards can be obtained from the Lodge (call rates to the US are £0.06 per 
minute) or any outlet in town but check the rates to the US as they vary considerably. To use the phone dial 9 
for an outside line followed by the 0800 number from the card and then the number you require. Calls within 
the College and University are free and do not require the 9 prefix. 


“If you would like to take incoming calls in your room (and if you are lucky enough to have a phone) please 
tell your friends and family to call 01865 280000 (that’s +44 1865 280000 from outside the UK) then the 
extension number when prompted. Calls to this number are charged at the national call rate from within the 
UK and international call rate from outside the UK. For those of you who do not have a phone in your room I 
will make sure that there is a public phone room available. For those without phones room 12.4b is available 
as a public telephone room.” 


Last summer many students were happy to be using Skype on their laptops in their rooms. You could check 
this out for before you come to Oxford. Also, check your cell company for any deals in the UK. 


Weather/Clothing 

The weather is at least as unpredictable as Vermont's. Days can be warm (80 degrees or more), although the 
average Oxford temperature in July is 60. It does rain in Oxford, even on sunny days. Daylight lasts until 9:30 
p.m. or so. 


Casual clothes are fine for travel and daily wear (slacks, jeans, shorts, shirts, sweaters, informal dresses, skirts 
and blouses). One or two dressy outfits for our more formal evenings--opening night, our evenings in Stratford 
and London, and commencement--would be appropriate. Don't forget your raincoat. Good walking shoes are a 
must. 


Health Care 

If you need to see a doctor while at Lincoln, the Oxford office staff has a list. Here is a sampling of basic fees 
from previous summers: £15 for a consultation with a nurse; £25 for a consultation with a doctor; £40 for a 
visit from a doctor. You should consult with your medical insurance company prior to traveling abroad to 
discover whether your policy applies overseas and whether it will cover emergency expenses. Most medical 
care facilities and medical care providers in the United Kingdom do not accept insurance subscription as a 
primary source of payment. Rather, the beneficiary is expected to pay for the service and then seek 
reimbursement from the insurance company. 


Avian and Swine Flu Precautions 

We have all heard, from time to time, the warning that an avian-flu or swine-flu pandemic is a possibility for 
the entire world. I have consulted with Peter McCullough at Lincoln College about the flu and have been 
reassured to learn that Lincoln College and the University of Oxford have contingency plans in place and are 
in general better prepared than any American colleges or universities of which I am aware, especially in the 





stocking of hygienic supplies in the event of an outbreak. I do not wish to be alarmist with this paragraph; I 
just want to pass along what I know about Oxford’s state of preparedness. 


Laundry Facilities/Linens 

There are two laundry rooms in Lincoln: one near the Bread Loaf office (Stairway 8 in the Chapel Quad) and 
one up two flights of stairs in Stairway 15 (across from Lincoln’s main gate, next to the book shop). Lincoln 
has washers and dryers for your use. Machines cost £1 per wash load and £1 for drying. Students will be 
issued debit cards at the Porter’s Lodge which they will load with money to use in the machines. The Oxford 
office suggests you start by loading in 10 pounds. Laundry detergent can be purchased locally. 


The laundry room in Stairway 15 has an ironing board and a permanently affixed iron. The laundry in 
Stairway 8 has only an ironing board. Irons can be signed out from the Porter’s Lodge. 


The College provides blankets, linens and towels, but not washcloths (quaintly known in the UK as “face 
flannels”). 


Lincoln College has a housekeeping staff (scouts) who will daily come into your room to make the bed and 
tidy up. Once a week they will change the bed linens and vacuum your room. Many Bread Loaf students 
develop close, warm relationships with “their” scouts. 


Computers 

Lincoln College's tech guru, Mike White, is the most helpful IT person you will ever meet. He has assisted 
many Bread Loafers in getting their laptops running and connected to the net. We have included his helpful 
Lincoln College Computing Facilities 2009 - A quick guide with this letter. 


Daily News 

The Bread Loaf office puts out a daily newspaper called The Paniculum, which gets posted on the bulletin 
board by the Porter’s Lodge and is available on-line. The Paniculum will let you know of upcoming events 
such as guest lectures, play schedules, etc. Please check the bulletin board daily for announcements. 


Student Organized Events 

There are some events that students organize and run each summer: the Blue Parlor readings in Deep Hall (the 
on-site pub at Lincoln), the madrigalists’ concerts, and the Pub Quiz nights. If you would like to volunteer to 
organize any of these activities, please contact Mary or Joan in the Oxford Bread Loaf office when you arrive. 
We also encourage you to bring your musical instruments and writings to take a turn at entertaining your 
Oxford colleagues. 


Social Space 
The Junior Common Room (JCR) is a social area for Bread Loaf students to gather after lunch and dinner for 


tea, coffee, and conversation. Be sure to check it out. There will be an informal welcome/get-together after 
dinner on Monday for people to meet one another in the JCR. 


Lincoln’s very own pub is located in Deep Hall, accessible from the Grove Quad. Deep Hall is open before 
lunch and dinner on every day except Sunday. It is perfectly acceptable to grab a pint, a glass of wine or a non- 
alcoholic drink in Deep Hall and bring it upstairs to have with a meal. The pub also sells wine by the bottle to 
take away. 


Deep Hall hours are: 

Monday — Saturday: 11:30 until 1:00; 5:30 until 8:00 
Wednesdays and Fridays: Open in the evening until 11:00 
Sundays: Closed 





Sports 

Tennis courts in the city are available for about £5.00 for 6 weeks. It’s a twenty-minute walk to the courts. 
Bicycles can be hired on a daily or weekly basis. There is also a private gym nearby that offers summer 
memberships. 


Guests 

Visitors and guests (including Bread Loaf students not on the meal plan) may dine in Hall if the Bread Loaf 
office has been notified by 9:00 a.m. on the day in question and by Friday for the weekend, at the following 
rates, payable in pounds in the Bread Loaf office: 


Breakfast - £6.20 
Lunch £9.59 
Dinner £14.91 
High Table Dinner £20.76 
Graduation Dinner £27.63 


If you plan to have overnight guests, you can make reservations for them to stay in the Mitre, a bed-and- 
breakfast hotel across the Turl from Lincoln. If you'd like to stay in Oxford after Bread Loaf closes, you can 
book a room at the Mitre. Rates vary from approximately 30 pounds a night for a single to 80 pounds for a 
triple. Continental breakfast is included. The Bread Loaf Oxford office can give you details. 


Please note that your guests are not permitted to reside in College without permission from the Bread Loaf 
Office and Lincoln College. Violations of Lincoln's regulations could create an embarrassing hassle for the 
School, but especially for you. You will be billed by the College and your guest will be asked to leave. We are 
guests of Lincoln College and are expected to abide by the rules of Lincoln College. 


The Robert Haiduke Poetry Contest 

The Robert Haiduke Poetry Contest was established many years ago as an opportunity for Bread Loaf students 
to submit original poetry. It is a multi-campus competition with one deadline for submission. The winner(s) 
will receive a cash prize and the winning poems will be published and distributed at all Bread Loaf campuses 
and published on the Bread Loaf website. Details of this contest will be distributed at the beginning of the 
Bread Loaf session. Please note that by entering the contest you give permission for your poems to be printed 
and distributed. There will be a substantial cash award. 


The Freeman Fiction Prize 

The Jon and Rebecca Freeman Fiction Prize was new in the summer of 2008. Bread Loaf is seeking fiction 
entries from current students in a multi-campus competition. Each campus will have a submission deadline of 
the first Monday of the session. In Oxford, the deadline is Monday, July 6. Each student may make one 
submission of no more than 10 double-spaced pages, ideally a self-contained piece of writing. Please use one- 
inch margins and a font size no smaller than 10. Please note that by entering the contest you give permission 
for your fiction to be printed and distributed. There will be a cash award. 


The Bread Loaf Photo Contest 

The Bread Loaf photo contest is entering its fourth year. Bread Loaf is looking for publicity shots in two 
different categories: shots of Bread Loaf people and shots showing off the campus or nearby scenery. The 
winner in each category will receive a small cash prize and the picture(s) may be used in Bread Loaf 
publications and/or on the Bread Loaf web page. More details will be available when you arrive this summer. 
So bring your camera. 





All-School Plays 
The entire School will make excursions to see As You Like It at the Courtyard Theatre in Stratford on 


Thursday, July 2 and The Winter’s Tale at the Old Vic in London on July 21. Tickets and transportation will be 
provided for you. 


For general information on Oxford and the United Kingdom, Bread Loaf students recommend a good student 
guide like Let's Go. You will be given a map of Oxford when you arrive. The Bread Loaf Oxford office has a 


fairly extensive collection of guide books, maps, and other travel information. 


I hope that this letter answers all of your outstanding questions. I hope as well that the trip will not be an 
anxious one (despite all of this letter's concentration upon rules and cautions), because the summer holds every 
promise of being a wonderful one: Oxford, after all, is Oxford. I know that Associate Director Emily Bartels 


looks forward to seeing you when she visits the campus in July.

Lincoln College Computing Facilities 2009 - A quick guide 


General. 
There are two rooms which have been set aside for Bread Loaf students at Lincoln, one in Lincoln House across the road 


from the College and one in the College itself. The College computer room can be found at the top of Staircase 4 (turn left 
after passing the Porter's Lodge and go all the way up the stairs), the other (generally called the JCR Room) is on the 
second floor of Lincoln House and is directly opposite you as you climb the stairs from the Turl Street entrance. 


JCR Facilities. 
There are 8 PCs in the JCR room running Windows XP and with Microsoft Office installed. If the PC isn't already running you 


will need to log on to these machines with the username bread and the password Lincoln although | would suggest leaving 
them permanently logged on would be the easiest course of action! Please remember to save all your documents to memory 
stick so that you can use the PCs in either room. These computers all have the First Class/Breadnet mail client installed but 
please do not install any other software on these machines. If you are using a web-based e-mail system then this will be 
available via a web browser. This room is air-conditioned just in case your visit coincides with the one week of our summer! 


College Computer Room Facilities. 
There are 6 PCs available here, passwords are blank so just press enter if prompted. These PCs also have Microsoft Office 


installed and are connected to a laser printer on the desk at the end of the office. They also have web browsers and the 
usual Breadnet client. If you want to install extra software on these machines please feel free to do so. We will make sure 
that there is always plenty of paper available in both rooms but if you do notice that supplies are getting low please let us 


know - this is likely to be especially important before a weekend! 


Telephones 
About half of the College rooms have telephones. If you would like to use these phones you are welcome to do so; pre-paid 


University 0800 cards can be obtained from the Lodge (call rates to the US are £0.06 per minute) or any outlet in town but 
check the rates to the US as they vary considerably. To use the phone dial 9 for an outside line followed by the 0800 
number from the card and then the number you require. Calls within the College and University are free and do not require 
the 9 prefix. 

If you would like to take incoming calls in your room (and if you are lucky enough to have a phone) please tell your friends 
and family to call 01865 280000 (that’s +44 1865 280000 from outside the UK) then the extension number when prompted. 
Calls to this number are charged at the national call rate from within the UK and international call rate from outside the UK. 
For those of you who do not have a phone in your room | will make sure that there is a public phone room available. For 


those without phones room 12.4b is available as a public telephone room. 


Laptops 
If you have a laptop (Mac or PC) you are welcome to use the network (all rooms have network access) PROVIDED THAT 


YOU HAVE UP TO DATE ANTI-VIRUS SOFTWARE INSTALLED (if not give us a call and one of us will install some for 
you). You will need a network cable: if you forget to bring one with you we keep some in stock which we can let you have for 
the princely sum of £3. If your laptop is configured to automatically detect network settings then you should be able to plug in 
and play; if not please give us a call and we will be happy to help with configuration. You will be asked to enter your details at 
a registration screen the first time you connect. You will be able to access the College computer room printer across the 
network, simply connect to the network printer called \\summer6\printer (if you are browsing for the printer look in the domain 
‘called "Summer"; feel free to ask for help if you have trouble connecting. Mac users will also see a LaserJet printer on the 
network - if you want to use this printer please do; it is also situated in the College computer room. 


Wireless 
All meeting and teaching rooms now have wireless access points. It may be possible to receive a signal in individual rooms 


but this will be purely accidental and isn’t guaranteed. Look for the Breadloaf network — the password is Bread. You will 
need to enter your details (again) once you connect. 

If you are bringing a computer to campus, we strongly recommend that you have a backup strategy in place for your 
important documents. This can include transferring your documents to a USB drive, an external hard drive or the use of a 
system such as Google docs (http://docs.google.com). Regardless of your strategy, it is critical to have multiple copies of 


work you cannot afford to lose. 


One important note: Please don't run any Napster-style file/music sharing programs while you are here - the University is 
likely to cut off network access if you do. Using Skype is fine as long as it isn’t set to run permanently in the background.
